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Terms of Sale 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale ("Auction Sale") conducted by licensed and 
bonded Auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions (hereinafter referred to as "Auctioneer" 
and at times as "Bowers"). Bidding in this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you 
("Bidder") of all the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale stated herein. Bidders may 
include consignors who may bid and purchase lot(s) in the Auction Sale consigned by the 
consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with Bowers 
("Consignor" or "Consignors"). A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale 
may pay a different fee than the buyers premium charged to all other buyers. Bowers reserves 
the right to include in any auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or 
■related companies, principals, officers or employees. Bowers may have direct or indirect 
interests in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRE- 
CEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION 
iOF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOGUE. Where the Consignor has re¬ 
purchased a lot and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or dis¬ 
posed of in accordance with the Consignor's direction, or pursuant to contractual agree¬ 
ment, Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit a price from the 
prices realized. Bowers may bid for its own account at any auction. Bowers may have infor¬ 
mation about any lot that is not known publicly, and Bowers reserves the tight to use such 
information, in a manner determined solely by Bowers and for the benefit of Bowers, with¬ 
out disclosing such information in the catalog, catalog description or at the auction. Bidder 
acknowledges and agrees that Bowers may not be required to pay a Buyer’s Commission, or 
other charges that other Bidders may be required to pay and may have access to information 
concerning the lot(s) that is not otherwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of 

■ interest or claimed competitive advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all par¬ 
ticipants in the Auction Sale. Lot(s) may carry a Reserve. A Reserve is a confidential price 
or bid below which the Auctioneer will not sell an item or will re-purchase on behalf of the 
! Consignor or for Bowers. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins in this 
Auction have been determined by independent grading services, and those that are not are 
graded by Bowers. Grading of rare coins is subjective and may differ among independent 
grading services and among numismatists, even though grading has a material effect on 
the value of the coins. Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by independent 
grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. Bidder 
further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Bowers and lot descriptions are 
based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended to note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and perception are subjective. Bowers does not 
warrant the accuracy of such descriptions. All photographs in this catalogue are of the 
actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer may open or accept the bidding on any lot by plac¬ 
ing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet 
or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. The Auctioneer may accept or decline 
any bid, challenge to any bid or bidding increment, as the Auctioneer in its sole discretion shall 
determine. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No lot will 
be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer. Lots will be sold in their num¬ 
bered sequence unless Auctioneer directs otherwise. All material shall be sold in separate lots to 
the highest Bidder as determined by the Auctioneer. Auctioneer shall have the right in its sole 
and absolute discretion to adjudicate all bidding disputes and shall have the right, but not the 
obligation, to rescind the acceptance of any bid and place the lot(s) for Auction Sale again. 
Auctioneer's decision on all bidding disputes shall be binding and final. For the Mail and 
Internet Bidder's protection, no "unlimited" or "buy" bids will be accepted. When identical 
bids are received for a lot, preference is given to the first bid received as determined by the 
Auctioneer. A mail bid will take precedence over an identical floor bid; a Floor Bidder and 
Telephone Bidder must bid higher than the highest mail bid to be awarded any lot v Auctioneer 
reserves the right to refuse any bid, to reduce any mail bid received, to open the bidding of a 
lot at any level deemed appropriate by the Auctioneer and to determine the prevailing bid, at 
his sole discretion. THIS IS NOT AN APPROVAL SALE. Bidders who physically attend the 
Auction sale, either personally or through an agent ("Floor Bidders") should carefully examine 
all lots which they are interested in purchasing. Bidders who bid by telephone, either person¬ 
ally or through an agent, receive a similar benefit as Floor Bidders in being able to actively par¬ 
ticipate in the live Auction Sale ("Telephone Bidders"). Therefore, except as otherwise provid¬ 
ed in these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, COINS LISTED IN THIS CATALOGUE 
GRADED BY PCGS, NGC OR ANACS CACHET, OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY 
GRADING SERVICE MAY NOT BE RETURNED FOR ANY REASON WHATSOEV¬ 
ER BY ANY BIDDER. For non-certified coins: If it is determined in a review by Bowers that 
there is a material error in the catalogue description of a non-certified coin, the lot may be 
returned if written notice is received by Bowen within seventy-two (72) hours of receipt of the 
lot(s). The lot(s) must be received by Bowers no later than fourteen (14) calendar days after 
the Auction Sale in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Bidder, in their original, 
sealed containers. Late remittance constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 
All prospective Bidders who have had the opportunity to examine the lot(s) prior to the 
Auction Sale personally assume all responsibility for any damage that Bidder causes in connec¬ 
tion with the lot(s). Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the damage 
caused, which shall be prompdy paid by the prospective Bidder. BOWERS IS NOT 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY ERRORS IN BIDDING. A Bidder should make certain to bid 
on the correct lot and that the bid is the bid intended. Once the hammer has fallen and the 
Auctioneer has announced the winning Bidder, the Bidder is unconditionally bound to pay for 
the lot, even if the Bidder has made a mistake. Bowers reserves the right to withdraw any lot 
at any time, even after the hammer has fallen, until the Bidder has taken physical possession of 
the lot. No Bidder shall have a right to claim any consequential damages if a lot is withdrawn, 
even after the Auction Sale. 


4. Bidder Registration Required. All persons seeking to bid must have a catalogue and reg¬ 
ister to bid at the auction by completing a registration card or bid sheet. By submitting a 
bid, the Bidder acknowledges that Bidder has read the Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale, the descriptions for the lot(s) on which they have bid, and that they agree to adhere to 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. This agreement shall be deemed to have been 
made in California. The Bidder acknowledges that the invoice describing a lot by number 
incorporates the catalogue and Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 

5. Prices, Payment and Delivery. A Buyer's Commission of fifteen (15%) on each indi¬ 
vidual lot will be added to all purchases made by Bidders, except for reacquisitions by 
Consignors, regardless of affiliation with any group or organization, and will be based 
upon the total amount of the final bid. A reacquisition charge may apply to Consignors 
pursuant to a separate agreement, which may be higher or lower than the Buyer's 
Commission. Payment is due immediately upon receipt of notification. Payment is delin¬ 
quent and in default if not made in good funds in full within fourteen (14) days of the 
Auction Sale, without exception. Unless otherwise agreed in writing, auction sales are 
strictly cash in U.S. funds payable through a bank in the United States. On any cash 
transactibn or series of transactions exceeding $10,000, Treasury Form 8300 will be filed. 
Contact Bowers for wiring instructions before sending a wire. Lots must be paid for the 
earlier of receipt of invoice or delivery. Lot(s) will not be shipped before funds are received 
by Bowers. Bowers reserves the right to decline to release lots for which good funds have 
not yet been received. On any accounts past due, Bowers reserves the right to extend cred¬ 
it and impose periodic charges. Bidder agrees to pay reasonable attorney's fees and cost 
incurred to collect on such past due accounts. Payment by Visa, Mastercard, American 
Express or Discover may be accepted only for internet bidders whose total purchases for 
the Auction Sale do not exceed $5,000. Bids will not be accepted from those persons 
under eighteen (18) years of age without a parent's written consent which acknowledges 
the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale herein and agrees to be bound thereby on 
behalf of the Bidder. Bidders personally and unconditionally guarantee payment that are 
or become owed to Bowers. If a corporation is the Bidder, the corporate representative 

resent at the sale shall provide Bowers at the time of registration with a statement signed 
y each principal, director and officer that they each personally and unconditionally guar¬ 
antee any and all current or future obligations owed to Bowers or such other statement as 
may be acceptable to Bowers, in the sole discretion of Bowers. Bidders who have not estab¬ 
lished credit with Bowers must furnish satisfactory credit references or deposit at least 
twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Saie session(s) or such other 
amounts as Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion, require before such bids will 
be accepted. Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits 
will be promptly refunded, upon clearance of funds. Bowers will not assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the shipping and packaging of certain larger items or items of a more fragile nature 
sold in this sale as determined by Bowers. It is the Bidder's responsibility to contact 
Bowers after the sale to make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile 
nature of some lots, Bowers may be forced to charge additional shipping and handling. 
Lots indicated as being "framed" are shipped at the Bidder's risk. Taxes, postage, freight 
charges, if applicable, handling, insurance, the fifteen percent (15%) Buyer's 
Commission, and any other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added 
to the invoice for any lot(s) that is invoiced to successful Bidders. 

California, New Jersey and New York State residents will be charged sales tax as well 
as bidders who pick up in Maryland at this Auction without a valid Resale Certificate. 
Please note that the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including the 
buyer's fee, in excess of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) is exempt from California 
or Maryland sales tax. On any tax not paid by Bidder which should have been paid, even 
if not collected by Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Bidder agrees 
to promptly pay the same on demand together with any interest or penalty that may be 
assessed. Title to any lot remains with Consignor, any secured party of the Consignor, or 
Consignor’s assigns, as the case may be, until the lot is paid for in full by Bidder. Bowers 
reserves the right to require payment in full before delivering any lot to the successful 
Bidder. The RISK OF LOSS passes to the Bidder upon delivery of the lot(s). 

Any and all claims based upon Buyer's failure to receive a purchased coin or lot, Buyer's 
receipt of a coin or lot in damaged condition, or otherwise related to delivery, must be 
received in writing by Bowers no later than forty-five (45) days after Buyer's payment for 
the coin or lot, regardless of whether the Buyer has received confirmation of shipment or 
not, or within 45 days of Sale if payment is not made within said time based upon pre¬ 
approved credit or otherwise. Buyer may not receive notification of shipment; it is Buyer's 
obligation to make timely notification of any such claim. The failure to make a timely 
claim, time being of the essence, shall constitute a waiver of any such claim. 

6. Financial Responsibility. In the event a successful Bidder fails to make payment when 
due, Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, to rescind the sale or to resell the lot(s) 
in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private sale. Bidder 
agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such a sale, together with any incidental costs of 
sale, including reasonable attorney's fees and costs, cataloguing and any other reasonable 
charges. Bidder grants to Bowers or its assignees the right to offset any sums due, or found 
to be due to Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, current, or future consign¬ 
ment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of Bowers; or from any sums due 
to Bidder by Bowers. Bidder further grants Bowers a purchase money security interest in 
such sums or items and their proceeds to the extent applicable, to secure all indebtedness 
due to Bowers, plus all accrued expenses, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness 
is paid in full. Bidder grants Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for 
such items, to sign the statement as Bidder’s attorney-in-fact, and to assign such interest

to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Bowers. If 
the auction invoice is not paid for in full when due per invoice terms, the unpaid balance 
will earn interest at the rate of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month until it is 
paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same 
shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess 
thereof shall be allocated to principal. Bidder agrees to pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, 
court costs and other collection costs incurred by Bowers or anv affiliated or related com¬ 
pany to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any 
action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Bowers reserves the 
right to assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the winning Bidder for 
any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is joindy 
and severally liable for all obligations of the Bidder, regardless of the tide or capacity of 
such person or entity.

THE CASE OF TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAI RIGHT OR 
TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUC¬ 
TION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD "AS IS" AND WITH ALL FAULTS. 
PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS CONCERNING AND RELATED 
TO THE GRADING, QUALITY, DESCRIPTION, CONDITION, AUTHENTICI¬ 
TY, AND PROVENANCE OF A LOT.

d. Late remittance or removal of any item form its original container constitutes just cause 
for revocation of all return privileges. 

e. Grading or condition of rare coins may have a material effect on the value of the itcm(s) 
purchased, and the opinion of others (including independent grading services) may dif¬ 
fer with the independent grading services opinion or interpretation of Bowers. Bowers 
shall not be bound by any prior, or subsequent opinion, determination or certification 
by any in it pendent grading service 

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a "proof or as a "business strike" relate to 
the method of manufacture ana not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Bowers and its employees (including affiliated 
and related companies) are statements of opinion only, and are not warranties or repre¬ 
sentations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written warranty, and no employee or 
agent of Bowers has authority to vary or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale. Any alteration shall be effective only if in writing and signed by an officer of 
Bowers authorized to do so. 


9. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot that has been bid upon or 
concerning proceeds of any sale. Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and successful Bidder and any other 
applicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys' fees and 
costs. Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any session 
thereof for a reasonable period of time for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have 
any claim as a result thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither 
Bowers nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or conse¬ 
quential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, 
the auction or the conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase 
price, premium, or fees paid. If the Bidder fails to comply with one or more of these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction Sale, then, in addition to all other remedies which it may have 
at law or in equity. Bowers may at its sole option either (a) rescind the sale, retaining all 
payments made by Bidder as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages 
may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) sell a portion or all of the lot(s) held try 
Bowers, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus 
all accrued charges, and Bowers may sell such portion at an auction sale or private sale 
conducted by Bowers and charge a seller’s commission that is commercially reasonable. 
More than one such sale mav take place at the option of Bowers. Notice of the sale shall 
be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address utilized on the Bid 
Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Bowers.

Rights granted to Bidden under the within Terms and Conditions 
of Auction Sale are personal ana apply only to the Bidder who initially purchases the lot(s) 
from Bowers. The rights may not be assigned or transferred to any other penon or enti¬ 
ty, whether by sale of the lofts), operation of law or otherwise. Any attempt to assign or 
transfer any such rights shall be absolutely void and unenforceable. No third party may 
rely on any benefit or right conferred by these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 

10. General Terms. These Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale and the auction shall be 
construed and enforced in accordance with, and governed by, the laws of the State of 
California, regardless of the location of the Auction Sale. Any dispute arising out of or 
related to these Terms and Conditions of Sale, the Auction Sale or any lot, with the sole 
exception of actions by Bowers to collect the purchase price and other damages, shall be 
submitted to binding arbitration pursuant to the rules of the Professional Numismatics 
Guild ("PNG"). Bidder acknowledges and agrees that the competent courts of the State 
of California shall have exclusive jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to arbitrate, over 
any dispute(s) arising hereunder, regardless of anv party's current or future residence or 
domicile. Bidder further agrees that venue shall be in arbitration or the Superior Court 
in Orange County, in the State of California. Bidder agrees that anv arbitration or legal 
action with respect to this Auction Sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year 
of the date of this Auction Sale. These Terms and Conditions of Sale and the information 
on the Bower's website constitute the entire agreement between the parties hereto on the 
subject matter hereof and supersede all other agreements, understandings, warranties and 
representations concerning tne subject matter hereof. If any section of these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction Sale or any term or provision of any section is held to be invalid, 
void, or unenforceable by any court of competent jurisdiction, the remaining sections or 
terms and provisions of a section shall continue in full force and effect without being 
impaired or invalidated in any way. Bowers may at its sole and absolute discretion, make 
loans or advances to Consignors and/or Bidders. 


h. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

i. Bidder acknowledges that the rare coin market is speculative, unregulated and volatile, 
and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Bowers does not guarantee that any cus¬ 
tomer buying for investment purposes will be able to sell for a profit in the future. 

j. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Bowers, nor its employees, affiliates, 
agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be unimpaired, 
uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such events. 

8. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assignees, 
generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Bowers, and its 
respective affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, employees, members of 
their respective boards of directors, and each of them, and their respective successors and 
assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of actions and suits, of what¬ 
ever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims based upon Auctioneer’s negli¬ 
gence, whether in law or equity, whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected, 
which Bidder may claim to have with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection 
with any challenge to the title to any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon or 
consigned, and/or the auction, except where such reimbursement is otherwise authorized 
in these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiv¬ 
er and release shall be effective as a bar to each and every claim, demand, cause of action 
and suit that may arise hereunder or be related to the Auction Sale, and Purchaser hereby 
knowingly and voluntarily waives any and all rights and benefits otherwise conferred upon 
him by the provisions of Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in foil as 
follows: 


"A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CRED¬ 
ITOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN HIS FAVOR AT THE 
TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM MUST 
HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS SETTLEMENT WITH THE DEBTOR." 


11. Special Services. If you wish to limit your total expenditures, please fill in the maxi¬ 
mum amount you wish to spend on the MAXIMUM EXPENDITURE line at the upper 
portion of your bid sheet. You can then submit bids for amounts up to eight times the 
amount of the maximum expenditure. This is a personal service and a Bowers and Merena 
customer representative will personally attend to your bid sheet by bidding from the auc¬ 
tion floor, buying lots for your account until your authorized expenditure is reached.

ERANS-1865 at the bottom. Symbols identifying five branches of 
military service are shown within the points of the star. An intri¬ 
cately done decorative reverse embellishes the star, as well. Inscribed 
on the back of the pin is “PAT. MAY 4. 1886/June 22. 1886.” 

15 Civil War decoration, with accompanying ribbon. A pin is 
attached to a blue and gray hanging ribbon on the decoration, sup¬ 
porting a bronze medal depicting Lincoln, with the inscription 
WITH MALICE TOWARD NOTE WITH CHARITY FOR ALL. 
Housed in its original blue cardboard box of issue. Note on the box 
is “Civil War Medal, Serial No. 3712. Philadelphia. The Robbins 
Co. Jan 8, 1942. This military decoration was probably awarded to 
living Civil War veterans following the outbreak of World War II. 


16 1825 Capped Bust Half Dollar With D.P. PIDGE 
Countermark. Fine-12. The countermark is well centered on the 
obverse between stars 2-3 and 11-12. Both sides display dominant 
lilac-silver patina with blushes of olive-colored toning outlining 
most of the devices. There is a tiny dig in the upper-right obverse 
field, but we are unable to locate any other circulation marks of note. 
The D.P. PIDGE countermark is not listed in the 2003 edition of 
the book Merchant and Privately Countermarked Coins by Gregory 
G. Brunk.

17^ 1776 Washington Before Boston Medal. Baker-48G. Rarity- 
4. Second Restrike. Dark Bronze. Brown Unc. 68 millimeters. 
This type was struck in the Paris Mint, 1835-1880. The present 
example is mostly chocolate-brown in tone, but we do note some 
scattered swirls of deeper color on the obverse. Mostly free of notice¬ 
able handling marks, this is a pleasing representative of this ever- 
popular type. 

18 Lot of (2) Washington Before Boston Pieces. Included are: 
Washington Before Boston Medal, Baker-48H, Rarity-3, Paris Mint 
Second Restrike, Golden Bronze, AU-Unc, 68 millimeters, rich cop¬ 
per-brown toning with a lone spot in the obverse field before 
Washington’s forehead; and a 1901 Boston Evacuation Day 125th 
Anniversary Souvenir Piece, Baker-52R, HK-131, Rarity-2, Bronze, 
38 millimeters, both sides are richly and attractively toned in well- 
blended copper-brown and chocolate-brown shades that yield to 
more vivid sea-green and lavender-pink undertones at direct angles. 

19 Lot of (2) Washington Declaration of Independence Medals. 
Included are: 1776 Signing Ceremony, Baker-53F(?), Copper or 
Bronze, “Coin” Alignment, Unc, 90 millimeters (10 millimeters 
thick), almost certainly an electrotype copy, although Baker-53F is 
supposed to measure 94 millimeters, there are a few tiny spots of 
verdigris at the back of Washington’s portrait; and a 1776 Signing 
Ceremony, Similar to Baker-53F, but without the inscription 
GEORGE WASHINGTON in the obverse field, Copper or Bronze, 
Unc, 90 millimeters (7 millimeters thick), reddish-brown surfaces 
with no singularly notable blemishes. 

20 1790 Washington Manly Medal. Baker-6 IB. Rarity-6. First 
Obverse. Bronze. Fine. 47 millimeters. Holed for suspension. A 
suitable representative of this scarce type, both sides are richly toned 
in olive-charcoal shades. The reverse inscription is fairly well worn, 
but it is still mostly discernible. There is bolder definition on the 
obverse, and both sides exhibit scattered contact marks. 

21 1789 Washington Twigg Medal. Baker-65. White Metal. EF 
Holed, Marks. 35.7 millimeters. This silver-gray example is mod¬ 
erately abraded with a few larger handling marks scattered about. 
There is also a hole through the top, just above Washington’s por¬ 
trait. All design elements are clear, and the overall appearance is 
quite bold. Although not much is known about Twigg himself, 
Rulau and Fuld (1999) state that the Twigg medal was struck circa 
1790. 

22 1797 Washington Sansom Medal. Baker-72A. Rarity-5. Mint 
Dies. Red Bronze. Unc. 40.8 millimeters. Only 308 examples of 
this type were struck by the U.S. Mint from 1859 through the 
1870s. This pleasing survivor exhibits richly colored, reddish-brown 
surfaces that are free of all but a few tiny obverse flecks. Nicely pre¬ 
served, with strong eye appeal. 
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23 Undated Washington Voltaire Medal. Baker-78B. Thin 
Planchet. AU. 41 millimeters. Olive-brown reverse patina con¬ 
trasts with dominant chocolate-brown toning on the obverse. There 
is also a crescent of deeper brown tinting around the periphery on 
the latter side. A few scattered blemishes are present, but we stress 
that none are really worthy of singular concern. Medals of this type 
were reportedly struck in Paris circa 1778 by order of the French 
author Voltaire. 

24 Undated Washington Time Increases His Fame Medal. Baker- 
91A. Rarity-5. Prooflike Unc. 27 millimeters. Both sides are 
richly and originally toned in well-blended blue-gray and tannish- 
gray shades through which reflective fields shine at all angles. Sharply 
impressed with minimal signs of handling and a planchet flaw (as 
made) on the edge at 5 o’clock on the obverse. Struck in the U.S. 
Mint circa 1860-1865. 

25 A Complete 10-Piece Set of Washington Army Headquarters 
During the Revolution Medals, Lovett’s Series. Baker-194A. 
Rarity-5. Second Obverse. Copper. Prooflike Unc, Red and 
Brown. 28 millimeters each. Each piece retains considerable 
amounts of original orange-red color, but some motded medium- 
brown patination is also noted. Scattered flecks are noted, particu¬ 
larly on the obverse of the Newburg, N.Y. example (No. 10). A well- 
matched set with nice eye appeal. (Total: 10 medals) 

26 Lot of (14) Washington, Lincoln, and Franklin Institute 
Medals and Tokens. Included are: 1859 Washington Mint 
Cabinet Memorial, Baker 325D, Restrike, Yellow Bronze, Unc, 21 
millimeters, scattered spots are noted; 1876 Washington Liberty Bell 
Medal, Baker-402A/402B, Rarity-4, Copper or Bronze, Unc, 18 
millimeters, considerable amounts of original red color are present in 
the more protected areas around the devices; 1776 Washington 
Liberty Bell Medal, Unlisted in Rulau/Fuld, Probably Yellow 
Bronze, AU, 17 millimeters, holed at the top for suspension; 
Washington/Jackson Medal, Baker-223R, Yellow Bronze, Unc, 18.3 
millimeters; (2) Washington/Lincoln Medals, U.S. Mint Series by 
Barber, Baker-246A, Bronze, EF and Unc, 18 millimeters, the EF 
example displays mottled sandy-gold and medium-brown toning, 
the Unc piece appears to be a restrike, with a few wispy grazes and a 
splash of white substance over the center of Washington’s bust;

Gold. AU. 29 millimeters. Holed for suspension. George 
Washington died on December 14, 1799, and there were two 
funeral processions in his honor in Boston. The first, a Masonic 
event, was held on February 11,1800. The second, a civic proces¬ 
sion, was held on February 22, 1800. For both of these events, 
funeral medals were made to be worn by those taking part in the 
processions. The Funeral Urn Medals of the present type were pre¬ 
pared for the civic procession of February 22, 1800. 

Certainly among the most popular Washington pieces with col¬ 
lectors, the Funeral Urn Medals are also among the rarest. This is 
particularly true of the gold examples, with the representative in 
this lot being the first piece in this metal that we have handled in 
quite some time. Both sides are very attractive with dominant 
orange-gold color. There are also copper-gold oudines to the devices 
that further enhance the already lovely eye appeal. A few wispy con¬ 
tact marks are noted, but none are singularly distracting. Overall 
sharply defined, and possessed of just a bit of light rub across the 
highpoints. According to Russell Rulau and George Fuld (Medallic 
Portraits of Washington, 1999 edition), only 18-20 examples of the 
Washington Funeral Medal in gold are believed extant. This lot 
includes a white plastic holder with the inscription WASHING¬ 
TON MEDAL / 1799.

Silver. Fine. 29.3 millimeters. Holed for suspension. Although 
dated 1799, the Washington Funeral Medals, with just a few excep¬ 
tions, were prepared in early 1800. This is a lovely mid-grade rep¬ 
resentative of the elusive silver striking whose surfaces display over¬ 
all moderate-to-heavy rub. The wear, however, is evenly distributed, 
and all major design elements are well outlined. The inscriptions are 
also clearly readable, and a rich endowment of even charcoal-gray 
patination is also worthy of praise. Free of mentionable abrasions. 
Rulau and Fuld (1999) state that only 25-40 examples of Baker- 
199A have been reported.

White Metal. VF-EF. 29 millimeters. Holed for suspension. The 
third example of this important and popular Washington medal type 
that we are offering in this sale, this white metal piece is overall light¬ 
ly worn with some of the original finish still evident around the 
devices as the surfaces dip into a light. Both sides are a bit scuffy with 
scattered light and moderate abrasions. Overall bold definition is a 
pleasing attribute.

Rare, Seldom-Offered Snow-5 Die Marriage 



143 1856 Snow-5. Proof-64 (PCGS). Snow-5 is one of the rarer and 
more intriguing die marriages of the ever-popular 1856 Flying 
Eagle Cent. Writing in 2001, Rick Snow states that this die mar¬ 
riage was unreported prior to 1992. The author’s current theory is 
that approximately 25-50 examples of the Snow-5 die marriage 
were delivered sometime in 1856 and/or early 1857. These coins 
were then kept together for many years until they were dispersed 
into the market in the early 1990s. Snow’s estimate on the number 
of coins in this hoard is 35 pieces. 

After offering so many proof 1856 Flying Eagle Cents of the 
Snow-9 die marriage, it is a true joy to be able to handle this Snow- 
5 representative. Both sides are moderately, yet appreciable bright in 
the fields, and this feature forms a pleasing backdrop to virtually 
fully struck devices. The outward appearance is one of warm gold¬ 
en-tan coloration, but more vivid orange-red undertones are dis¬ 
cernible as the surfaces dip into a light. There do not appear to be 
any blemishes that would bar this important rarity from a full Gem 
rating. A tiny, very shallow planchet flaw (as struck) at 8 o’clock 
around the obverse border is noted for the sake of accuracy.

Also, enough Mint 
State examples were set aside at the time of issue that one can usu¬ 
ally locate a low-end Uncirculated coin without too much patience.

We cannot overstate the importance of this lot for PCGS 
Registry Set collectors among today’s Lincoln Cent specialists. This 
coin is exceptionally vibrant in the lusrer category for an issue that 
it typically offered subdued, toned or both.

This is 
one of the most exquisite survivors of the proof 1882 Three-Cent Nickel 
delivery available in todays numismatic market.

It has long been noted that the term “Greenback” originated with 
this currency issue. Over sixty millions dollars in Demand Notes 
were issued at the outset of the Civil War. In spite of the fairly large 
emission of notes, few survive today in all grades. Here is a very nice 
VG certified example.

This attractive shield is well above average, as many are 
heavily faded and water stained, in addition to unsightly tears and 
other forms of damage frequently encountered. 

The Treasury Department produced these historic framed shields 
in 1866 and 1867 to help banks detect counterfeit notes which were 
commonplace following the Civil War. The outside dimensions of 
this shield are roughly 19 1/2” x 23 1/4,” plus the width of the 
frame. Thirty-nine notes, representing all First to Third Issues are 
attached and mounted by denomination in descending order. Also 
included are two examples of the unissued 15C. denomination. 
Faces and backs of each are included, and many, if not all examples, 
are uniface Specimens printed specifically for use on shields. 

A fire in a Treasury warehouse where the shields were stored 
destroyed many, and resulted the aforementioned water damage, 
contributing an extra dimension of history to these popular collec¬ 
tors items. Offices and dens of many prominent numismatists have 
been decorated with one of these. Examples are seldom seen at auc¬ 
tion, except when significant paper money collections are sold. Here 
is a particularly nice one!

Surfaces 
are nearly flawless. It is a marvelous example. 

This coin represents the second of a two-year only Shield Nickel 
type with Rays on the reverse between the stars. It was determined 
by Mint officials that the busy reverse design strained the dies caus¬ 
ing breakage, as evidenced on this coin, limiting their life. Early in 
1867, the reverse die was revised, with the rays removed, thereby cre¬ 
ating this classic variety. Mintage prior to the change was just over 2 
million coins. It is much scarcer than its 1866 counterpart in Gem 
quality. Interestingly, the design change did not alleviate the die 
breakage problem, with plagues nearly all dates of this series through 
its retirement in 1883.

With a not overly generous original 
mintage of 4.8 million pieces, it should come as no surprise that the 
1918-S is a scarce coin at all levels of preservation. While EF and 
AU survivors are not quite as elusive as those of the 1918-D deliv¬ 
ery, Mint State examples are rare and infrequently offered in today’s 
market. When offered in Uncirculated condition at all, the 1918-S 
is apt to be softly struck with notable distractions to the surfaces. As 
such, the issue is a prime condition rarity as a Gem. 

This is a truly glorious representative of this important issue 
among San Francisco Mint Buffalo Nickels. Both the obverse and 
the reverse are brightly lustrous with a glistening, satiny sheen. We 
are unable to locate a single detraction of note, and the surfaces are 
expectantly well preserved for the MS-65 designation. The strike is 
exceptional for the issue with an overall sharp appearance and plen¬ 
ty of bold definition present over the central highpoints. Beautiful 
target toning in gold, blue, and silver-apricot iridescence rounds out 
this coin’s extensive list of positive attributes.

1109 1859 Proof-64 (NGC). Mottled deep blue toning surrounds the 
rims of this attractive stars obverse Half Dime, with a glimmer of 
golden rose over mint brilliance at the centers. Engraved features are 
lightly frosted, but obscured somewhat by the toning and not noted 
on the NGC holder as such. A few hairlines are exceedingly faint. 

This date marks the final year in which stars surround Liberty on 
the obverse, and only the second year that the Mint sold Proof 
coinage to the public. A new obverse hub was prepared by Anthony 
Paquet, exclusive to this half dime date. It is notable for its hollow 
stars and more delicate features of Miss Liberty. An estimated 800 
Proof Half Dimes were struck.

1110 1863 MS-67 (NGC). Here’s a Civil War era Half Dime that is sel¬ 
dom offered as a business strike. Not only is the present example 
Mint State, but it is also expertly preserved and fully deserving of the 
Superb Gem assessment. There is nary a detracting abrasions on 
either side, and the luster is full with a vibrant, glistening, softly- 
frosted texture. Both sides are predominantly untoned, but blushes 
of pale-gold iridescence are present in isolated peripheral areas. 
Overall sharply struck, with eye appeal to spare. The original 
mintage of the 1863 is just 18,460 pieces, 460 coins of which are 
proofs.

There are 
also multicolored, pastel-tinged undertones evident at more direct 
angles, along with bright reflectivity in the fields. A snappy-looking 
Gem whose surfaces are silent on the subject of outwardly noticeable 
handling marks.

Lovely and Important Mint State 
1796 Draped Bust Dime 


1113 1796 JR-4. Rarity-4. MS-62 (Uncertified). The United States 
Mint delivered its first Dimes in 1796. The design that it used was 
the work of Robert Scot, and it has become known to numismatists 
as the Draped Bust, Small Eagle type. This series lasted for just two 
years, and fewer than 50,000 examples dated 1796 and 1797 were 
delivered. In the case of the first-year 1796, the original mintage is 
just 22,135 coins. Survivors of this delivery enjoy understandably 
strong demand among type collectors, although most will have to 
settle for a coin that displays at least light wear from use in com¬ 
mercial channels. A more fortunate survivor, the example in this lot 
is fully Mint State. This really is an attractive coin whose surfaces 
are richly toned in well-blended, slate-gray and dove-gray patina. 
The latter shade is largely confined to the peripheries, but all areas 
are equally free of ourwardly distracting abrasions. The strike is well 
centered on the planchet, and the devices are boldly, if not sharply 
defined throughout. A lovely example that is worthy of a solid bid. 

According to the John Reich Collectors society (1984), 2,750 
Dimes of the JR-4 die marriage were delivered on April 9, 1796. 
Survivors of this variety comprise about 10% of all 1796 Draped 
Bust Dimes believed extant. 

PCGS# 4461. 
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1114 1814 JR-3. Large Date. MS-64 (PCGS). Toning on this lovely 
Capped Bust Dime blends medium gray at the centers with rose 
highlights, and a touch of pretty olive iridescence at the peripheries. 
The strike is remarkably sharp for a JR-3, which typically is seen 
with poorly defined dentils at the upper right on both sides and soft¬ 
ness at the finer features of the primary devices. Die clashing is evi¬ 
dent in the field before Liberty’s forehead and nose, and on the 
reverse within the lines of the shield. The obverse appears slightly 
off-center, intruding into the lower obverse rim below the date and 
to the left; perhaps contributing to the uncommonly sharp rim 
detail elsewhere. Surfaces are smooth and attractive. 

Although recognized as a “fairly common variety” in the 
referen ceEarly United States Dimes 1796-1837 ,it is a fact that all vari¬ 
eties are scarce in Mint State, with only a handful being certified by 
PCGS at this level. The JR-3 is characterized by Liberty’s lower hair 
curls extending over the right side of the second 1, and no period 
after 10 C. The offered coin has the usual die crack at the lower 
reverse rim, extending upward to the lower left edge of the shield 
and then out the top left, across the eagle’s beak to the U in 
PLURIBUS, and there is a single tiny crack at the upper right 
obverse rim, going to the left point of the 8th star. 

All Capped Bust Dimes, particularly the earlier dates struck on a 
larger 18.8 mm planchet, are legitimately scarce in Mint State, and 
truly rare when approaching Gem quality. The offered coin boasts 
excellent eye appeal, and appears quite exceptional in an MS-64 
holder. For date, type or die variety it would be a challenge to 
improve upon.

1115 1830 JR-6. MS-65 (NGC). Despite its overall plentiful status, the 
1830 JR-2 Dime appears to be a scarce variety in the finer Mint State 
grades. The present lot offers a richly original Gem whose obverse is 
overlaid in cobalt-gray patina that yields to antique-gold tinting at 
the denticles. The former shade is also present on the reverse, but 
only in isolated peripheral areas since the dominant appearance on 
that side is one of pinkish-gray toning. Sharply struck throughout, 
with no abrasions that would cause one to question the validity of 
the MS-65 assessment. 

NGC reports just six 1830 Dimes of all die marriages in MS-65, and there is a lone

1116 1838 Large Stars. MS-63 (PCGS). As a first-year issue in the 
Stars Obverse Seated Dime series, the 1838 is a perennially popular 
coin among type collectors. The present example displays rich, orig¬ 
inal toning in dominant lavender-charcoal shades. The patina 
appears to deepen in hue ever-so-slightly in the protected areas 
around the borders and devices. Sharply struck and free of outward¬ 
ly distracting abrasions, this coin may have secured a near-Gem 
grade were the luster more vibrant.

Examples are elusive in all grades, 
with even average circulated pieces selling for hundreds of dollars, 
when an occasional example can be found.

The 
obverse is toned in dominant charcoal-copper shades that yield to 
softer sea-green and pinkish-lilac colors toward the upper-left bor¬ 
der. The reverse, while equally rich in appearance, is overlaid in an 
even blanket of charcoal-copper patina. Underlying proof qualities 
are appreciable as the coin rotates under a light, particularly on the 
obverse, and both sides are sharply struck throughout. A condition¬ 
ally scarce offering for the specimen type collector.

There is no mentionable toning on either 
side of this reflective, Gem-quality proof. Solidly graded in all 
regards, and silent on the subject of outwardly noticeable blemishes.

1138 1942 Proof-65 (PCGS). Untoned surfaces allow full appreciation 
of bright, uniformly mirrored features. A snappy-looking specimen 
whose surfaces are free of bothersome handling marks.

1139 1996-W MS-68 FB (PCGS). Vibrant mint luster is touched with 
just a hint of gold, typical of clad composition modern coinage. 
Surfaces are virtually flawless. The ‘96-W Roosevelt Dime was 
obtainable only as part of the Mint set sold to collectors in that year. 
None were available singly. Just over 1.45 million were coined.

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TwentY'Cent Piece 


1140 1875-CC MS-63 (PCGS). Few coins carry the historic signifi¬ 
cance of the ill-fated, short-lived Twenty-Cent piece. It was con¬ 
ceived by Western mining interests to use the vast quantities of sil¬ 
ver then being mined, but was spurned by the public as being too 
similar to the Quarter. It was struck for circulation only in 1875 and 
1876, and then for two more years in the Proof format only, for sale 
to collectors. 

The offered coin represents the first year of issue, and is highly 
coveted as the only collectible Carson City Mint date, literally struck 
in the backyard of the mining camps. It is toned in medium russet 
and olive shades over traces of soft white luster. The obverse is fairly 
well struck, with only slight softness a the shield, while the eagle on 
the reverse displays typical weakness at its breast and upper wing 
detail on the left. A fine, old scratch horizontally crosses Liberty's 
knee and shield, and there is another shallow linear scuff in the right 
field. Surfaces are nearly mark-free, otherwise.

1160 1929-S MS-67 (NGC). Mint luster is rich white and satiny. The 
strike is above average for this issue. Liberty’s head is about 95% full, 
with good overall detail. Surfaces are nearly flawless. A small splash 
of tan haze is evident in the right obverse field. 

NGC Census: 23 grade at this level, without FH designation; none finer. 

PCGS# 5776. 

1161 1930 MS-65 (PCGS). The lightest golden iridescence accents fully 
lustrous, ffosty-textured surfaces. There are no abrasions of note, and 
the eye appeal is as strong as one should demand for the Gem Mint 
State grade level.

1162 1930 MS-64 FH (PCGS). This is an attractively original example 
whose otherwise silver-gray surfaces exhibit antique-copper outlines 
to the rims and most of the devices. Fully lustrous with a frosty 
sheen, the surfaces appear smooth enough to warrant consideration 
at the Gem Mint State level.

Surfaces are nearly 
mark-free, otherwise.

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1165 1932-D MS-64 (PCGS). This key-date Washington Quarter is 
possessed of full mint luster that shimmers over both sides with a 
frosty texture. The obverse is golden toned, but the reverse is a bit 
more extensively patinated in pink and tan shades. A sharply struck 
example that is perhaps kept from an even higher grade but a few 
trivial, barely discernible ticks.

Surfaces are virtually mark- 
free, otherwise. Two different variations of the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST are known; Light and Heavy. The Light Motto obverse is 
reported to have an estimated mintage of around 500,000 pieces, 
compared to about 28 million for the other variety.

1169 1934-D MS-66 (PCGS). Among the more challenging 
Washington Quarters to locate in circulated grades, the 1934-D is 
also a key-date issue in Mint State. As a high-end Gem certified by 
PCGS, this lovely example is sure to be of great interest to Registry 
Set collectors. Both sides are fully lustrous, but only the obverse pos¬ 
sesses mentionable toning in the form of speckled olive-orange pati- 
nation around the periphery. A frosty-textured mint finish is noth¬ 
ing short of exceptional in terms of its vibrancy, and the strike is 
sharply rendered throughout. There are just a few stray ticks here 
and there, none of which are really worthy of singular concern. To 
date, PCGS has certified a mere three 1934-D Quarters finer than 
the present grade.

Attractive toning surrounds 
the peripheries of this historic reeded edge half dollar, blending 
aqua, ice blue, gold, rose, russet and violet. It is quite well struck, 
with a series of die cracks evident at the rim on either side. Just light 
rubbing is evident on Liberty’s cheek, with a few faint hairlines in 
the fields. Shallow ticks and scuffs are minimal. 

For all practical purposes, the 1837 Capped Bust Half Dollar is 
a one-year only type with 50 CENTS inscribed at the lower obverse 
rim, for examples struck in the previous year are elusive and costly. 
Here is a highly desirable example. 

PCGS# 6176. 

1181 1841-0 MS-61 (NGC). Soft white mint luster at the centers is 
complemented with a dash of nicely balanced blue-violet toning at 
the rims. Mostly well struck. There is a bit of softness evident at the 
horizontal lines of the reverse shield. Surface marks and faint hair¬ 
lines are minimal. This interesting coin has dramatically rotated dies. 
There are two die cracks at the lower right reverse.

1182 1842 WB-101. Small Date. Reverse of 1842. MS-62 (PCGS). 
Two die marriages are included under the WB-101 variety, and the 
present one (reverse die crack through the O in DOL) is the more 
frequently encountered in today’s market. This attractive BU repre¬ 
sentative is richly toned in dove-gray shades that deepens to blue- 
gray patination around the borders. The strike is pleasingly sharp 
throughout, and we are unable to locate more than a few well-scat¬ 
tered abrasions. As a major type, the 1842 Small Date, Reverse of 
1842 is a scarce coin in all grades that becomes downright rare at the 
Mint State level.

1183 1849-0 MS-64 (NGC). Among 1849-dated silver coins from the 
New Orleans Mint, the Half Dollar is perhaps the most frequently 
encountered in numismatic circles. Like most other O-mint Seated 
Halves from the 1840s, however, the ‘49-0 is typically offered with 
more or less wear from circulation. Mint State survivors are elusive, 

\ and they merit an R.6+ rating from Wiley and Bugert (1993). This 
impressively pedigreed near-Gem is richly toned in rose-gray and 
olive-gold patina that assumes a somewhat mottled distribution in 
the reverse field. The strike is sharply executed in almost all areas, 
and none of the focal features reveal mentionable softness of detail. 
Satiny in sheen, with no outwardly distracting abrasions.

The sur¬ 
faces, however, are noticeably etched and pitted from years of 
immersion in seawater.

1185 1868 Proof-62. Both sides display dusky, tannish-gray patina with 
crescents of more vivid gold, blue, and pale-pink iridescence in cer¬ 
tain rim areas. The strike is sharp throughout, and there are no size¬ 
able or individually mentionable abrasions. Scattered obverse hair¬ 
lines, however, are evident as the surfaces rotate under a light. 
Housed in a PCI gold-label holder with a grade of Proof-64 on the 
insert.

1186 1873 Arrows. Proof-63 (PCGS). Mint brilliance is bright white, 
highlighting deep mirror-like fields and lightly contrasting frosted 
devices. There is just a touch of faint haze in the right obverse field. 
Faint hairlines, conducive to the PR-63 certified classification, are 
minimal and unobtrusive. Here is a pleasing Choice quality example 
of this classic two-year only type with arrows at the date, imple¬ 
mented to identify coins struck on a heavier weight planchet. Just 
550 pieces were coined in the Proof format.

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1187 1889 MS-63 (PCGS). This premium-quality example appears 
smooth enough to have warranted a near-Gem designation from 
PCGS. There are very few abrasions of any size, and otherwise sil¬ 
ver-gray surfaces are framed in light, mottled, golden-colored 
peripheral shadings. Luster is full, if slightly subdued in sheen.

1188 1892 MS-62 (NGC). Uniform soft white mint luster characterizes 
this coin. It is well struck, and surface marks are minimal. There are 
just a few ticks and hairlines on Liberty’s cheek which accounts for 
the assigned grade.

Surfaces are 
nearly flawless, otherwise. Just 972 Proofs were struck. Here is a 
lovely example for type.

1190 1895 Proof-68 (NGC). Mint brilliance stands out vividly at the 
lower half of the obverse, fully exposing a deep mirror-like field, 
with Liberty’s portrait exhibiting crisp frosted contrast. The upper 
obverse rim is deeply toned in a blend of sea green, blue-violet, 
golden rose and russet. The reverse is wholly toned in similar hues 
over a glimmer of reflectivity. Surfaces appear flawless, placing this 
breathtaking coin in an elite category. Just 20 total examples of the 
1895 Half Dollar achieve the highly coveted PF-68 distinction in 
an NGC holder, and only one piece grades higher. Just 880 Proofs 
were struck. For date or type, it would be nearly impossible to 
improve upon.

1191 1897 MS-64 (PCGS). The toning on this attractive Barber Half 
Dollar blends ice blue at the rims with grayish white luster and gold 
inward. Well struck. Surfaces are nearly mark-free, though fine, old 
vertical linear scuff on Liberty’s neck, well concealed by the toning. 
It is a very nice example for date or type. 

PCGS# 6477. 
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1192 1908-D MS-66 (PCGS). An undeniably original example, both 
the obverse and the reverse display a blanket of predominandy cop¬ 
per-gray patina. Certain angles also call forth other, intermingled 
colors that include golden-blue, blue-gray, and reddish-russet 
shades. Fully lustrous with an overall sharp strike, this coin is expec- 
tandy abrasion-free for the high-end Gem designation. The 1908-D 
may be a relatively plentiful Barber Half in an absolute sense, but 
coins at or above the Gem threshold are accurately described as 
scarce (if not rare) from a condition standpoint.

Fully brilliant in finish, with a razor-sharp strike and virtual¬ 
ly blemish-free features. The 1910 is one of the more popular proof 
Barber Halves among collectors, mostly because its business strike 
counterpart was produced to the extent of just 417,546 pieces.

1194 1916 MS-66 (NGC). The razor-sharp strike and frosty, somewhat 
rough-textured finish that this coin displays is exactly what one 
should expect for a first-year Walker in one of the finer Mint State 
grades.

1197 1917-D Obverse Mintmark. MS-65 (PCGS). An extremely 
popular issue among Walking Liberty Half Dollar specialists, the

present representative is every bit the Gem with shimmering, satiny 
luster and surfaces that are silent on the subject of grade-limiting 
abrasions.

It is mostly well struck, though 
typical of the date, Liberty’s skirt lines show almost no detail above 
her knees. There is a bit of shallow luster grazing in the right obverse 
Held. A few micro-ticks on Liberty’s portrait and the eagle are well 
concealed. Examples of this date are scarce in Gem quality.

1200 1918-S MS-64 (PCGS). This is one of this cataloger’s favorite 
issues in the Walking Liberty Half series; favorite because it is a real 
challenge to locate nice. Mint State examples are quite scarce in all 
grades, and they are nothing short of rare even with an above-aver¬ 
age strike. The near-Gem in this lot is overall bold on the obverse 
with emerging definition over Liberty’s head and right (facing) hand.

1202 1919-D MS-62 (PCGS). The 1919-D started out as a lower 
mintage issue with just 1.1 million pieces struck. Since the vast 
majority of these coins entered circulation and remained there until 
worn out or lost, it should come as no surprise to read that the ‘19- 
D is an elusive coin in all but the lowest grades. Even in EF and AU, 
this D-mint issue is difficult to locate, and Mint State survivors are 
of the utmost rarity and desirability. Free of both wear and singu¬ 
larly distracting abrasions, this coin shimmers with full, softly frost¬ 
ed luster. The outward appearance is largely one of soft silver-gray 
tinting, but we do note some speckles of charcoal patination in the 
more protected areas around the devices. The latter feature is more 
prevalent on the reverse, but both sides are similar in terms of their 
suggestion of a Choice rating. In fact, this coin probably would 
have secured a finer grade were it not for noticeable striking softness 
over the central highpoints. An extremely important coin that is 
sure to be of profound interest to the iarge number of collectors 
who specialize in this 20th century silver series. 

PCGS# 6578 
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1203 1920-D MS-64 (PCGS). Like many early mintmarked issues in 
this series, the 1920-D is both a condition and a strike rarity. Even 
average-strike examples can be elusive, and particularly when they 
are Mint State. An understandably important near-Gem, the coin in 
this lot is impressively sharp in detail with no areas of mentionable 
softness of strike. The surfaces glisten with a fully lustrous sheen 
beneath delicate iridescent-gold overtones. Expectantly free of indi¬ 
vidually mentionable abrasions for the near-Gem rating, and seem¬ 
ingly worthy of a premium bid. 

PCGS# 6581. 



1204 1920-S MS-64 (NGC). Mint luster is wholly soft white and attrac¬ 
tive. Some weakness is evident at the high points of the center on both 
Liberty’s features and the eagle, as is to be expected on this issue. 
Surface marks are minimal. There are heavy die polishing lines in the 
right obverse field, of mint origin. 

Even though the mintage was a fairly stout 4.6 million coins +, the 
number surviving today at the higher Mint State levels is comparable 
to the low mintage issues of 1921. Yet, its value remains much less. 
Here is a wonderful opportunity to obtain a highly important and 
truly scarce example. 

NGC Census: 69 at this level; 44 finer.

1205 1927-S MS-64 (PCGS). A heavily circulated, conditionally chal¬ 
lenging issue, the ‘27-S is a scarce-to-rare coin at all levels of Mint 
State preservation. The present near-Gem is toned in warm pinkish- 
gray shades that leave the upper obverse and lower reverse brilliant. 
All areas are equally lustrous, and the mint finish is pleasingly bright 
V. with a shimmering, satiny texture. Free of singularly reportable abra¬ 

sions, with an otherwise sharp strike that wanes just a bit over the 
highest elements of the design. 

PCGS# 6587. 



1206 1929-D MS-65 (PCGS). Despite its status as the most plentiful 
Mint State Walker of the 1920s, the 1929-D is still a legitimately 
scarce coin as a Gem. Furthermore, examples at this grade level that 
display sharp striking definition are rare. This is an interestingly, yet 
no less attractively toned representative. The obverse displays domi¬ 
nant pinkish-silver iridescence with a bisecting swath of orange-gold 
tinting through the center. There are also speckles of olive-charcoal 
color along the border before Liberty’s portrait. On the reverse, 
speckles of reddish-copper and blue-gray toning adorn a base of apri¬ 
cot-gray patina. Boldly, if not sharply defined throughout, with no 
mentionable abrasions save for a small concentration of bagmarks in 
the right obverse field. A coin that should have no difficulty finding 
its way into a Gem-quality date and mint set, particularly one that 
highlights originality.

1207 1929-S MS-65 (PCGS). Satin-like mint luster is bright and 
vibrant. Mostly well struck, with only the most intricate detail at the 
centers not fully defined. Surfaces are nearly flawless. Here is a mar¬ 
velous Gem quality example.

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1208 1934 MS-68 (NGC). Mint luster is bright white and satin-like. It 
is very well struck, with the central features being particularly bold. 
Liberty’s left hand and thumb are razor-sharp. Only the most intri¬ 
cate hair curls on her head lack full definition. The surfaces on this 
coin are fundamentally flawless. The quality and visual appeal are 
truly amazing. 

This date commences the so-called “Short Set” of Liberty 
Walking Half Dollars from 1934 to 1947-D. It is an extremely pop¬ 
ular series, with the aforementioned dates being an affordable option 
to a complete set starting in 1916. The offered coin is a likely can¬ 
didate for the finest known, and is worthy of the ultimate Registry

1209 l‘.’34-S MS-65 (NGC). Crisp mint luster is pure white and satin 
like. It is well struck throughout. Surfaces are attractive, showing 
only a few micro-ticks on either side. Although not a low mintage 
issue, examples are surprisingly elusive in Gem quality. It is, in fact, 
the key to the “Short Set.” Here is a beauty! 

PCGS# 6594. 

1210 1935 MS-65 (PCGS). A fully frosted Gem, both the obverse and 
the reverse are expectantly distraction-free for the assigned grade. 
There is little, if any toning to report on either side, and the strike is 
bold-to-sharp throughout. 

PCGS# 6595. 

1211 1936 MS-66 (PCGS). The lightest blushes of golden iridescence 
overlay both sides of this richly frosted Gem. There are no areas of 
mentionable softness of strike, and distracting abrasions are also con¬ 
spicuous by their absence.

1212 1937 MS-66 (PCGS). Every bit the Gem, this silver-white Walker 
is overall smooth in sheen. Fully frosted luster swirls around both 
sides and accents a boldly rendered strike.

1213 1937-S MS-65 (PCGS). Uncommonly well struck for an S-mint 
Half of this type, both sides are overall sharp in definition. There are 
a few well-concealed reeding marks concentrated in and around the 
central obverse, but there are not all that many abrasions in other 
areas. Generally untoned, with just a few speckles of copper-russet 
tinting here and there at the rims.

8,808 Proofs were struck.

1216 1939-D MS-66 (PCGS). Full mint luster. Mostly well struck. 
Fields are remarkably smooth and attractive. A few minute ticks and 
scuffs are well concealed within the intricate features of Liberty and 
the eagle. Scarce this nice.

1217 1942 Proof-66 (PCGS). Mint brilliance is blazing white and 
flashy. Fields are exceptionally deeply mirrored, allowing a faint 
frosted contrast to the engraved features. Surfaces are immaculate. It 
is an absolutely gorgeous Gem quality example, which fully ampli¬ 
fies the beauty of this magnificent half dollar design.

1218 1942-S MS-65 (NGC). Full mint luster, save for a small blush of 
golden iridescence on the eagle's wing at the right. The strike is a bit 
above average, but still somewhat soft at the centers. There is a well 
concealed linear scuff on the eagle’s breast. Surfaces are nearly mark- 
free, otherwise.

1219 1943-S MS-65 (PCGS). A few faint sprinkles of dusty russet ton¬ 
ing appear on both sides over mint luster. The strike is slighdy above 
average for this typically weakly struck S-mint issue.

Sharply struck in virtually all areas, this 
ice-white example is bathed in shimmering mint luster. There are 
hardly any abrasions in evidence, and toning is also not seen.

The reverse is mostly silver tinged, but the obverse exhibits 
mottled sprays of rich reddish-copper, charcoal, and golden-gray col¬ 
ors. A boldly impressed example for the quality-conscious collector 
for which original toning is a must-have attribute.

Untoned surfaces allow full apprecia¬ 
tion of swirling, frosty mint bloom. A sharply struck Gem with no 
individually mentionable abrasions.

Warm silver-lilac toning on the obverse 
and the reverse, with splashes of olive-russet iridescence intermin¬ 
gled on the latter side. With a full endowment of mint frost and 
none but a few trivial abrasions, this coin would stand for nothing 
less than a Gem grade.

1227 1950-D MS-66 FBL (PCGS). The ‘50-D can be a challenging 
Franklin Half to locate in the finer FBL grades. In fact, PCGS has 
yet to certify a single coin above the present level. As such, we antic¬ 
ipate intense competition for this richly frosted Gem among 
Registry Set collectors. Otherwise silver-gray in sheen, the surfaces 
reveal a few splashes of olive-orange patina in isolated areas. There 
are no abrasions of note, and the strike is impressively sharp 
throughout.

Sharply struck with fulsome mint luster, this coin represents 
an important bidding opportunity for the Franklin Half Dollar 
Registry Set collector.

There 
are a few areas of soft detail here and there around the rims, but the 
impression is well centered on the planchet on both sides. Free of 
outwardly noticeable distractions, yet with curious toning in most¬ 
ly dark charcoal-gray shades. Despite the impairment, this coin 
presents quite well, and we suspect that it will see spirited bidding 
among high-grade circulated type collectors. 

There are numerous criss-crossing adjustment marks (as made) on the reverse over 
the eagles breast and at the rim. 
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1230 1795 Flowing Hair. B-5, BB-27. Die State III. Three Leaves. 
VF-35 (PCGS). This is a pleasing. Choice VF representative of this 
ever-popular die marriage among 1795 Flowing Hair Dollars. Both 
sides display well-blended, lavender-gray and slate-gray patination 
over surfaces that are not excessively abraded for having seen this 
extensive circulation. In fact, there are really no singularly bothersome 
handling marks on either side. Plenty of bold definition remains over 
the focal features, and the strike is nicely centered on the planchet.

The short-lived Draped Bust, Small Eagle Silver Dollar was only 
produced with the dates 1795, 1796, 1797, and 1798. Examples of 
the 1796-dated delivery come in three major varieties that concern 
the size of the date on the obverse and the size of the letters in the 
legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA on the reverse. The Small 
Date, Large Letters (and, specifically, B-4) is the most frequendy 
encountered of these varieties, but we caution bidders that most sur¬ 
vivors grade no finer than VF. The coin in the present lot, however, 
displays only light wear that is mostly confined to the highest points 
of the design. Plenty of bold definition remains, and there are no sin¬ 
gularly distracting abrasions save for an obverse graze over and 
behind the back of Liberty’s head. Mottled streaks of lilac tinting 
have gathered over a base of even silver-gray patination. From a well- 
centered impression, and seemingly earmarked for inclusion in a cir¬ 
culated type set of U.S. Silver Dollars.

(ANACS). Richly toned in charcoal-cobalt shades, this coin dis¬ 
plays moderate, yet evenly distributed wear over both sides. The 
strike is well-centered on the planchet, and plenty of bolder defini¬ 
tion remains, predominandy in the more recessed areas of the 
design. Scattered distractions include a moderate graze in the lower- 
left obverse field.

Tooled (Uncertified). Overall bold definition for the VF level, 
with mentionable incompleteness of detail confined to the reverse 
stars field above the eagle. The denticles are bold-to-sharp, and the 
impression is nicely centered. Both sides are mostly silver-gray in 
tone, and there is only minimal medium-tan patination outlining 
the devices. Scattered abrasions are commensurate with the grade, 
and reverse tooling is confined to the field over and behind the 
eagle’s head. Bolender-7 is a scarcer die marriage of the 1799 Draped 
Bust Dollar, and examples are particularly at or above the AU level.

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1234 1801 B-l, BB-21. Die State V. EF-45 (NGC). Soft white lus¬ 
trous surfaces are touched with just a hint of gold at the rims. Evenly 
worn, and there are no detracting marks which seem to plague this 
large, abusively handling silver dollar series. Fairly heavy die clashing 
is evident on both sides. No adjustment marks inhibit the excellent 
appearance of this historic silver dollar. 

Bolender-1 has the distinction of being the only Bust Dollar 
bearing the 1801 date that is believed to have actually been struck in 
1801, with the other three varieties coined a year or two later. This 
example is from a very late die state, characterized by a series of 
breaks at the upper reverse, including a die crack through OF. The 
reverse die was used only on B-l.

1235 1802/1 B-9, BB-235. Die State III. F-15 (ANACS). This is an 
important offering for the early Dollar specialist, since Bolender-9 is 
the rarest die marriage of the 1802 Draped Bust delivery. Bowers 
(1993) estimates that only 50-90 coins are extant in all grades, none 
of which are Mint State. This is a pleasing Fine representative whose 
surfaces display an even, silver-gray appearance. Wear is extensive, 
yet evenly distributed, and there are no areas of uneven loss of detail. 
A few scattered abrasions are noted, but we stress that none of these 
features are out of context for an early Silver Dollar that saw this 
extensive circulation. In sum, this is a pleasing representative of a 
rare die marriage that should have little difficulty finding its way into 
a specialized collection.

1236 1802 B-6, BB-241. Die State I. Narrow Date. AU-50 
(PCGS). This marvelous example is nearly Mint State, showing 
only light rubbing from a short time in circulation, probably being 
“put away” around the retirement of the denomination in 1804. 
Mint luster is soft white, accented with just a hint of dusty gold. It 
is mostly well struck, with only slight softness evident at the most 
intricate detail of Liberty’s hair and drapery, and the eagles breast 
and tailfeathers. The fields are finely textured around some of the 
engraved features, indicative of a moderately worn die, though no 
die cracks have yet to develop. Interestingly, the reverse die was used 
on three prior occasions before being paired with this obverse, and 
then used on three other occasions afterward. Surfaces are smooth 
and satiny. A tiny dark “struck-thru” planchet depression appears at 
the lower right reverse between the bases of CA, of mint origin. 
There are no unsightly contact marks, and this coin is free of adjust¬ 
ment marks. At the AU-50 level, it appears quite exceptional. 

Bolender-6 can be immediately identified on the obverse by a 
missing right foot of LIBERTY and a wide space between 80. While 
not a rare variety, its distinctive characteristics make it a popular 
choice for type.

1237 1802 B-6, BB-241. F-12 (NGC). Even dark gray toning charac¬ 
terizes this coin, with slightly darker color around the lettering and 
devices. Surfaces are smooth and attractive, with the engraved fea¬ 
tures exhibiting considerable intricate detail. There are no adjust¬ 
ment marks. An ancient rim bruise at the upper reverse rim appears 
as merely a minute flat area. At the F-12 certified level, this lovely 
Draped Bust Dollar would be difficult to improve upon. 

Bolender-6 bears the so-called “Close Perfect Date,” with wide 
spacing between 8 and 0. The right foot of T in LIBERTY is miss¬ 
ing. No other die variety of the year has such distinction.

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1238 1842 MS-61 (NGC). Mottled dark gray, russet and blue-green 
toning characterizes this example, with a light silvery luster beneath. 
Average strike. Modest shallow ticks and scuffs are well concealed. It 
is a totally original and affordable example of this historic Liberty 
Seated Dollar type, without the motto IN GOD WE TRUST. 
PCGS# 6928. 



1239 1845 MS-61 (PCGS). Nearly full mint luster remains, but is a bit 
subdued, with faint haze in the fields. The obverse is fairly well 
struck, while some of the finer feather and shield detail on the eagle 
is a bit soft. Surface marks are modest, with light hairlines on both 
sides. There are a couple of small vertical hairline scuffs at the hori¬ 
zontal lines of the reverse shield, as well. 

This date has a small mintage of just 24,500 pieces, and a 
n j.ably low certified population in the Mint State classifications. It 
is, in fact, among the most challenging Liberty Seated Dollars to 
locate in Uncirculated condition. Here is an excellent opportunity.

Both sides are 
a bit scuffy from a short stint in circulation, but ample remaining 
boldness to the devices enhances the eye appeal.

1241 1846 AU-58 (NGC). Both sides are predominantly lustrous with 
an otherwise satiny sheen that yields to modest brightness in the 
fields as the surfaces dip into a light. With the exception of a few iso¬ 
lated highpoints, the devices are sharply defined throughout. There 
is little evident wear, but scuffiness in the fields points to a short stint 
in commercial channels. Presenting as untoned, this coin is seem¬ 
ingly earmarked for inclusion in a high-grade circulated type set of 
U.S. Silver Dollars.

A suitable AU 
representative of the No Motto Seated Dollar type.

1243 1854 MS-60 (ANACS). The 1854 (33,140 pieces produced) is 
almost certainly the first P-mint Seated Dollar that was struck prin¬ 
cipally for use in export trade. As such, business strikes are elusive in 
all grades, even circulated ones. At the Mint State level, rarity is the 
order of the day where the 1854 Silver Dollar is concerned. An 
important BU representative, the coin in this lot is richly patinated 
in golden-gray shades. Both sides are overall sharply struck, and the 
number of scattered abrasions is uncommonly minimal for the 
assigned grade. The surfaces, however, are a bit subdued in sheen, 
and there is a well-concealed planchet streak (as struck) over the 
eagle s left (facing) wing that we mention for accuracy.

This first-year Morgan is 
virtually fully struck with frosty-white luster. Only a few scattered 
obverse abrasions are all that seem to bar this untoned example from 
an even finer grade.

At this certified grade level, the 
7/8 Tailfeather variety is scarce, and considered to be an integral 
addition to any complete set of the series. Although not noted on the 
holder, this coin is VAM-40, one of around 14 different reverses 
bearing the remnants of underlying feather tips. 

Reportedly, following the introduction of the Morgan Dollar 
with eight tailfeathers, Mint officials were informed that eagle’s 
always had an odd number. Hence, the revision of the dies to reflect 
this accuracy.

Golden toning 
is a bit uneven, and complements underlying mint frost. There is a 
fine diagonal line of slightly darker grayish toning at the right 
obverse.

There are shallow luster grazes on Liberty’s cheek, but surfaces 
are nearly mark-free, otherwise.

1256 1879-CC Perfect CC. MS-64 PL (PCGS). The luster on this 
remarkable ‘79-CC Dollar is extremely fresh and vibrant, a notable 
departure from the typical lackluster appearance normally associated 
with this issue. The fields are nicely reflective and satiny. Engraved 
features stand out in crisp frosted relief. It is particularly well struck, 
as well. Surface marks are minimal, with Liberty’s cheek being espe¬ 
cially smooth and attractive. At the certified MS-64 level, with PL 
designation, this coin is a phenomenal example is worthy of an truly 
exceptional collection. 

Prooflike examples of this important issue are at a premium. 
Considering the huge collector base for Morgan Dollars with reflec¬ 
tive fields, few are available. This lovely coin is one of only 53 pieces 
assigned PL status by PCGS, and only three grade finer by a single 
point. 

PCGS# 7087. 
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1257 1879-CC Perfect CC GSA. MS-63 (NGC). This coin is housed 
in a GSA holder with a certification band from NGC around the 
bottom. The original box is not included. Both sides are richly frost¬ 
ed in sheen with surfaces that are essentially brilliant. Boldly, if not 
sharply struck throughout, and free of all but a few wispy abrasions 
that define the grade. The 1879-CC (756,000 pieces produced) is 
the rarest Carson City Mint Morgan Dollar of the 1878-1885 era. 
Only 4,123 examples of this issue were auctioned by the General 
Services Administration from 1972-1974, and about 600 of these 
coins were the Capped Die variety. Today, ‘79-CC Silver Dollars that 
are still mounted in GSA holders are rare and seldom offered in the 
market. As such, we wholeheartedly recommend strong bids from 
collectors who specialize in the CC-mint Morgan Dollar series.

1258 1879-CC Perfect CC. MS-62 (PCGS). The visual appeal of this 
important CC-mint dollar is immediately acceptable, due to its full, 
bright white mint luster. There is just a single tiny dark toning speck 
in the hair behind Liberty’s ear. The strike is remarkably bold, and 
noteworthy as such. Moderate ticks and scuffs on Liberty’s cheek 
account for the grade, with some additional scuffing in the field 
before her. Surface marks are almost nil, otherwise. It is a nice MS- 
62 certified piece, housed in a first generation holder.

1259 1879-0 MS-64 (PCGS). Mint luster is bright white and satiny, 
accented with a blush of gold at the left reverse. Fairly well struck for 
this often weakly struck issue. Pleasing surfaces.

There is no toning on 
either side of this bright-white Morgan. True, scattered abrasions are 
noted, but we stress that none of these features are really worthy of 
singular concern.

Devices stand out in crisp frost¬ 
ed relief. Surfaces are smooth and attractive. Excellent eye appeal.

This 
popular overdate is attributed as VAM-4, and bears the Reverse of 
1878, identified by concaved breast feathers on the eagle. It is an 
important VAM Top 100 variety, and because of the easily discerned

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1265 1880-CC 80 Over 79, Reverse of 1878. MS-64 DMPL 
(PCGS). Fields exhibit excellent mirror-like depth, accenting heav¬ 
ily frosted devices.

This popular issue is rare with 
DMPL designation. 

This overdate, combined with the Reverse of 1878, is attributed 
as VAM-4, an important VAM Top 100 variety. Deep Mirror 
Prooflike examples are very elusive at all grade levels, particularly so 
this nice. The offered example is worthy of an outstanding special¬ 
ized collection.

The ‘90-P is also a challenging coin to locate 
with a PL or DMPL finish, and the combination of one of these fin¬ 
ishes with Gem-quality surfaces results in a very rare Morgan 
Dollar. This uniformly mirrored example is uncommonly abrasion- 
free for the issue with no sizeable or individually mentionable dis¬ 
tractions. Both sides are overall sharply impressed from the dies, 
and the surfaces present as untoned with a silver-white sheen. 
Advanced Morgan Dollar specialists would be wise to take full 
advantage of the rare bidding opportunity that this lot represents.

Rare with a Deep Mirror Prooflike 
finish, the 1892 is also an important issue due to a relatively limited 
mintage of 1 million coins. The impressively pedigreed example in 
this lot is mostly silver tinged with delicate, iridescent-gold high¬ 
lights here and there at the denticles. Shimmering reflectivity is 
appreciable in the fields as the surfaces rotate under a light, and this 
feature forms a nice backdrop to overall sharply struck devices. Just 
a few wispy abrasions are all that seem to bar this near-Gem from an 
even higher Mint State rating.

1341 1892 MS-64 (PCGS). Mint luster is soft white and fresh appear¬ 
ing, complemented with a bit of rose at the rims. The strike is well 
above average for this date, with fairly bold definition at the hair 
above Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast feathers. Surfaces are 
smooth and attractive. It is reported that most of the Mint State 
examples seen today come from a partial bag held in the Redfield 
Hoard.

1342 1892-CC EF-45 (PCGS). Attractive light grayish toning is 
touched with a hint of russet. It appears to have been fairly well 
struck when issued, and though lightly worn, has not acquired any 
noteworthy hard contact marks. There is merely moderate shallow 
scuffing, plus light rubbing associated with the assigned grade. It is 
a pleasing, affordable example. 

PCGS# 7214. 


1343 1892-0 MS-65 (PCGS). Full mint luster is crisp white and satiny. 
Mostly well struck, with just slight softness at the hair strands over 
Liberty’s ear and the breast feathers of the eagle. Surfaces are smooth 
and attractive, fully justifying this impressive certified classification. 
Although common in lower Mint State grades, the notoriously poor 
strike quality which plagues this issue, plus the typical heavily abrad¬ 
ed surfaces, limits the number of coins deserving of Gem status. 
Only rarely do specimens of this caliber appear. Here is a great 
opportunity for the legion of Morgan Dollar devotees.

1344 1892-0 MS-63 (PCGS). Soft white mint luster is accented with a 
mere hint of gold. Average strike. Surface marks are minimal. There 
are a few light hairlines on Liberty’s cheek.

1345 1892-S AU-58 (NGC). Produced to the extent of just 1.2 million 
pieces, the 1892-S is a well-known condition rarity at or above the 
basal AU level. Just shy of Mint State, the present example offers 
overall sharp striking detail and gorgeous, intensely colorful toning. 
The obverse displays mottled reddish-gray patination that yields to 
deeper cobalt-blue shadings at the denticles. The former shade is 
dominant on the reverse, but it does deepen in hue toward the bor¬ 
der. Ample remnants of mint luster remain, and the surfaces present 
an uncommonly smooth appearance for a lightly circulated Silver 
Dollar. Rub is minimal and confined to the highest points in the 
centers. An attractive example that is worthy of a strong bid. 

PCGS# 7218. 


1346 1893 MS-63 (PCGS). A touch of hazed, dusty golden toning is 
evident on the obverse, with full soft white mint luster on the 
reverse. The strike is slightly above average for the date. There is a bit 
of scuffing on Liberty’s cheek, but surface marks are minimal, other¬ 
wise. The reverse grades much higher than MS-63. 

This date has a mintage of just 378,792 pieces. Several Treasury 
bags are reported to have been dispersed in the 1950s and 1970s, 
which no doubt account for the vast majority of surviving Mint 
State coins today. It has always been a sought after date, even in 
lower grades, due to its small mintage.

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1347 1893 MS-63 (PCGS). Always a popular issue, the 1893 was pro¬ 
duced to the extent of just 378,000 business strikes. Fully lustrous 
with a frosty sheen, this otherwise untoned example reveals only the 
lightest suggestions of golden iridescence in a few isolated areas. 
None of the wispy, grade-defining abrasions are worthy of individ¬ 
ual attention, and the strike is boldly rendered over most elements of 
the design.

1348 1893-CC MS-64 (PCGS). As Morgan Dollar specialists know all 
too well, the 1893-CC can be a very challenging issue to locate with 
good eye appeal. Most survivors, even if they are Mint State, are apt 
to be less-than-desirable due to bothersome striking incompleteness 
over the central highpoints and the presence of numerous detract¬ 
ing bagmarks. On the positive side, however, the '93-CC is known 
for vibrant mint luster, usually of a richly frosted 
texture.<br>Nearly in the Gem category, this lovely Choice repre¬ 
sentative is far and away superior to most 1893-CC Morgans that 
we have handled in recent memory. The strike is perhaps the most 
impressive attribute, with both sides sharp, if not full over all ele¬ 
ments of the design. The level of surface preservation is also note¬ 
worthy, there being none but a few wispy, well-scattered abrasions 
in evidence. Virtually untoned with a fully lustrous, frosty-white 
sheen, this is a coin that is worthy of inclusion in the finest date and 
mint set of Morgan Silver Dollars.

1349 1893-CC MS-63 (PCGS). This gorgeous coin is fully bright white 
and satin-like. The strike is remarkably bold for this characteristical¬ 
ly weakly struck issue. Die clashing is evident in the right reverse 
field. A bit of shallow scuffing appears on Liberty’s cheek and in the 
field before her. Surface marks are minimal, otherwise. Here is a 
truly marvelous Choice quality example of this historic Morgan 
Dollar, representing the final year of coinage at the Carson City 
Mint. At the MS-63 level, it would be difficult to improve upon.

1350 1893-CC MS-63 (ANACS). Gorgeous, beautifully balanced 
rose-sunset and violet toning surrounds the peripheries of this coin 
over shimmering mint frost which still exudes a vivid cartwheel 
effect when reflected in the light. Typically, the strike on this coin is 
soft at the center on either side. However, surface marks appear to be 
absolutely minimal for a coin certified at the MS-63 level. There are 
just a few faint hairlines on Liberty’s cheek. The visual appeal of this 
jewel is truly impressive.

1351 1893-CC MS-62 (PCGS). This is a historically significant issue as 
the final Silver Dollar delivered in the Carson City Mint. The ‘93- 
CC is also a scarce-to-rare coin in all Mint State grades. This BU rep¬ 
resentative is fully untoned with bright, frosty-white surfaces. The 
strike is average for the issue in that it softens a bit over the central 
highpoints. The obverse is somewhat scuffy, as defines the grade, 
with a mentionable graze in the left field. An important bidding 
opportunity for the collector who specializes in Mint State Morgans.

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1356 1894-0 MS-62 (NGC). Medium gray toning on both sides blends 
with dusty russet in the fields, with a dash of deeper violet at the 
rims. Average strike. Surface marks are minimal and well concealed 
by the toning. Scarce this nice.

1357 1894-0 MS-61 (PCGS). Full soft white mint luster. The strike is 
slightly above average. There is heavy scuffing on Liberty’s cheek. 
Surface marks are minimal, otherwise.

1358 1894-0 AU-55 (NGC). Soft white luster. There are prominent 
ticks and scuffs on Liberty’s cheek. Surface marks are minimal, oth¬ 
erwise.

1352 1893-CC MS-62 (PCGS). Eye catching rose-violet iridescent color 
over mint luster highlights the obverse of this important CC-mint 
issue, with slight lighter hazed matching hues on the reverse. Typically, 
the strike is a bit soft at the centers. Modest scuffing is well concealed 
by the toning. This coin displays mildly reflective fields. That is not to 
say that it would or should certify as PL, but is noteworthy due to the 
fact that true prooflike examples of this issue are seldom encountered. 

PCGS# 7222. 


1353 1893-0 MS-63 (ICG). An untoned central obverse shines from 
within warm orange-gold peripheral highlights. The reverse, on the 
other hand, is more extensively patinated with mostly even, pinkish- 
gray overtones. The central highpoints are a bit softly impressed, as 
befits the issue, but the surfaces present as uncommonly abrasion- 
free for a Morgan Dollar at the MS-63 level. Mint luster is full, if not 
overly vibrant, and a few shallow grazes on the obverse are noted 
solely for accuracy’s sake. The 1893-0 is an important issue due to 
a limited original mintage of 300,000 pieces—the lowest in the O- 
mint Morgan Dollar series. It is also a conditionally challenging 
delivery, survivors of which are quite scarce at the Choice BU level.

1354 1894 MS-62 (ANACS). Mint luster is soft white, touched with a 
hint of dusty gold and few sprinkles of rose-violet. Fairly well struck. 
There are moderate ticks and scuffs on both sides, with a few heav¬ 
ier scuffs on Liberty’s cheek and neck. Faint hairlines are evident on 
her cheek, as well. 

This important date has a mintage of only 110,000 coins. It is the sec¬ 
ond lowest mintage business strike Morgan dollar that actually circulated, 
exceeded only by the ‘93-S, of which just 10,972 fewer were coined.

1355 1894-0 MS-64 (PCGS). A scarce issue in all Mint State grades, 
the conditionally challenging nature of the 1894-0 is further com¬ 
pounded by the fact that most Uncirculated survivors are softly 
struck, lackluster, or both. In short, this is a rare issue with strong 
eye appeal. Fortunately for our bidders, we are offering this 
untoned near-Gem. Both sides are uncommonly vibrant in luster 
quality, the surfaces awash in swirling, frosty mint bloom. The 
strike is also above-average, and it is overall bold with some emerg¬ 
ing definition over the central highpoints. Wispy abrasions are few 
in number and well within the context of the assigned grade. An 
important coin for the specialist, this ‘94-0 would fit nicely into 
any advanced Morgan Dollar set.

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1359 1894'S MS-64 (NGC). Vibrant, satiny mint luster provides excel¬ 
lent eye appeal. Fairly well struck. A bit of faint striae is evident at 
the high points of Liberty’s portrait and the eagles breast feathers. 
Surface marks are remarkably light, particularly on Liberty’s cheek. 
Excellent eye appeal.

1360 1894-S MS-63 (PCGS). The centers of this coin are soft white 
and satin, with a sprinkle of russet and lavender toning at the rims. 
Typically struck, the hair strands over Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s 
breast feathers both lack full definition. Surfaces show minimal ticks 
and scuffs. It is a pleasing Choice quality example, housed in a green 
label holder. 

Examples are scarce in Mint State. The Treasury supply of this 
issue is said to have comprised just a few bags and was exhausted by 
the early 1950s. Redfield had none. Housed in a green label holder. 

PCGS# 7232. 


1361 1895-S MS-64 (NGC). Mint luster is soft white and satiny, 
accented with a hint of golden iridescence. Both sides exhibit sprin¬ 
kles of somewhat darker russet toning. Fields show just a touch of 
faint haze. This example is quite well struck, with good detail at the 
hair strands over Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast feathers. Shallow 
ticks and scuffs are modest. 

Reportedly, less than a bag of ‘95-S Dollars was among che 
Redfield holdings, with any Treasury-held bags dispersed before the 
mid-1950s. The number of coins certified by the major grading serv¬ 
ices can be measured in the hundreds, not thousands, with speci¬ 
mens graded at this level about as nice as can be found. 

NGC Census: 158 at this level; 10 finer.

1362 1896-0 MS-63 (PCGS). Mottled grayish violet toning clings to 
the obverse lettering and devices over soft mint luster, with hint of 
matching colors on the reverse, though they are not as pronounced. 
Typical of this issue, the strike is a bit soft at the hair strands above 
Liberty’s ear and at the eagle’s breast feather detail. Surface marks are 
very modest, with only a few scattered minute ticks on Liberty’s 
cheek evident. The reverse graded higher than MS-63. 

This well known condition rarijty has a deceptive mintage of over 
4.9 million pieces, and is readily obtainable as a “slider.” True Mint 
State examples are elusive at all levels, and scarce above MS-62. Even 
though abundant bag quantities were reported in the 1950s and 60s, 
NGC and PCGS combined have certified fewer than two bags total 
with MS designations. Here is a pleasing Choice quality example. 
Specimens certified finer are rare.

1363 1896-0 AU-55 (PCGS). Much mint luster remains, accented 
with a hint of gold. The strike is above average for this notoriously 
poorly struck issue. There are just a few small ticks on the surfaces, 
no hard or detracting marks which seem to plague most high grade 
circulated examples. It is a pleasing and affordable representative of 
this surprisingly scarce, higher mintage O-mint issue.

1364 1897 MS-65 (PCGS). Soft white mint luster. Well struck. Pleasing 
surfaces.

1365 1897-0 MS-64 (NGC). When offered in Mint State, the 1897- 
O will usually exhibit softly struck and/or heavily abraded surfaces. 
Not so the present near-Gem. Both sides are sharply impressed and 
free of bothersome incompleteness of detail. The level of surface 
preservation is no less praiseworthy, there being a decided lack of 
sizeable and singularly mentionable bagmarks. The luster is full 
with a swirling, frosty texture, and a light overlay of golden tinting 
further enhances the eye appeal. A strong candidate for inclusion in 
a high-quality date and mint set of this ever-popular Silver Dollar 
series. 

NGC Census: 23; only six are finer. 

PCGS# 7248. 


1366 1897-S MS-65 (PCGS). Whispers of golden-tan iridescence drift 
over richly frosted features. The strike is sharply executed throughout, 
and the surfaces are expectandy distraction-free for the Gem rating. 

PCGS# 7250. 

1367 1897-S MS-65 (PCGS). Frosty white luster highlights this example. 
Surface marks are minimal, though there is a fine, nearly vertical pin 
scratch in the upper obverse field, extending slightly onto Liberty’s 
cap. Most examples on the market today came from Treasury bags dis¬ 
persed in the early decades of the twentieth century. 

PCGS# 7250. 

1368 1898 MS-66 (PCGS). Thick satin-like mint luster is rich and eye 
catching in appearance. Sharply struck. Surfaces are nearly flawless. 
Wonderful eye appeal.

1369 1898 MS-65 DMPL (PCGS). Silver-gray surfaces allow ready 
appreciation of bright, mirrored fields as the coin rotates under a 
light. The strike is sharp throughout, and there are expectantly few 
abrasions for the Gem assessment. A pleasing example in all regards.

1370 1898 MS-65 (PCGS). Both sides are peripherally toned in warm 
orange-gold shades that are more vivid on the obverse. With a 
sharply executed strike and full mint luster, this coin is a lovely Gem 
representative of the issue as well as the type.

1371 1898-0 MS-66 (PCGS). With the exception of the lightest gold¬ 
en tinting here and there, this coin is silver-tinged in sheen. Mint 
luster is full throughout, and the devices possess razor-sharp striking 
definition. Overall smooth in appearance, as one should demand for 
the MS-66 grade level.

1372 1898-S MS-66 (PCGS). Uniform light sunset iridescent color lies 
over soft, satiny grayish white luster. The strike is well above average 
for this issue, bordering on being well struck. Surfaces are virtually 
flawless. This example would be nearly impossible to improve upon. 
It is worthy an outstanding Registry set of the series.

1373 1898-S MS-65 (NGC). Thick satin-like mint luster is touched 
with a hint of delicate golden iridescence. This example is sharply 
struck, a departure from the often so-so struck coins that are normal 
for a ‘98-S. There is a single tiny tick at Liberty’s brow, and another 
on the eagles breast. Surfaces are nearly mark-free, otherwise. Very 
attractive! 

PCGS# 7256. 

1374 1898-S MS-64 (PCGS). Full mint luster. The strike is a bit soft at 
the usual hair strands above Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast feath¬ 
ers. There is a faint linear scuff on Liberty’s jaw, but surface marks 
are minimal, overall. 

PCGS# 7256. 

1375 1899 MS-64 PL (PCGS). At first glance, this deeply mirrored 
coin could be easily mistaken for a Proof. Fields exhibit extreme 
depth, with just a touch of light surface haze. Devices offer lightly 
frosted contrast. A dash of dusty rose toning surrounds the rims, 
with lustrous centers. Surface marks are minimal. 

PCGS# 7259. 
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1376 1899-0 MS-66 (PCGS). This frosty-white Gem is free of both 
toning and grade-limiting abrasions. A sharply struck Morgan 
housed in an older, green-insert PCGS holder. 

PCGS# 7260. 

1377 1899-S MS-64 (PCGS). Bumping up against the full Gem grade 
level, this lightly abraded example is overlaid in light silver-gray pati¬ 
na. The devices are sharply struck, and there are no singularly men- 
tionable distractions. 

PCGS# 7262. 

1378 1900 MS-66 (PCGS). Mint luster is uniformly soft white. Fairly 
well struck. Surfaces are remarkably smooth and attractive, fully con¬ 
ducive to the lofty MS-66 assigned grade. It is a delightful example.

1379 1900-S MS-64 (PCGS). Appearing as untoned, both the obverse 
and the reverse are fully endowed with frosty-textured luster. Sharply 
struck, and seemingly not all that far from an even higher Mint State 
rating.

1380 1901 Proof-62 (PCGS). A great visual surprise awaits collectors 
who view this coin. Electric blue iridescent color on both sides 
blends with additional ice blue, pale olive, violet and russet over glit¬ 
tering reflective fields. Hairlines are quite faint and unobtrusive. It 
has excellent eye appeal. Just 813 Proofs were struck. 

The 1901 Morgan Dollar carries a special attraction to collectors, 
du" to the significant rarity of Mint State business strikes. While few 
collectors of Mint State Morgan Dollars will substitute a Proof, there 
is a certain allure to this date from numismatists with eclectic inter¬ 
ests and those seeking a representative of the type.

1381 1901 AU-55 (NGC). Warm silver-gray toning that deeper tan- 
nish-copper patination here and there around the peripheries. With 
plenty of sharp striking detail remaining and no singularly mention- 
able abrasions, this is a pleasing Choice AU representative of this 
well-known condition rarity from the Philadelphia Mint. 

PCGS# 7272. 

1382 1901-0 MS-66 (NGC). Both sides are toned in a blend blue-vio¬ 
let, golden rose and sea green; nearly matching in appearance. The 
strike is above average for this typically softly struck issue. Surfaces 
are nearly flawless. Superb quality. 

PCGS# 7274. 

1383 1901-S MS-64 (PCGS). Bright, swirling mint frost envelops both 
sides of this brilliant-looking example. Sharply struck, and seeming¬ 
ly just a few scattered abrasions away from a full Gem grade.

1384 1902 MS-65 (PCGS). This boldly impressed Gem is both fully 
lustrous and free of singularly mentionable abrasions. An untoned 
Gem for the Morgan Dollar specialist.

1385 1902-S MS-65 (NGC). Mint luster is thick white and satiny. The 
strike is above average for this issue, but typical softness is evident at 
the hair strands over Liberty’s ear the finer detail on the eagle. There 
are a couple of well concealed ticks on the eagles wing at the left. 
Otherwise, this coin is remarkably pristine, with claims toward a 
higher grade. It is a delightful Gem quality example, and very elusive 
at this certified level.

There are no individually mentionable 
bagmarks on either side of this S-mint Morgan. The strike is pleas¬ 
ingly sharp throughout, and mint luster is vibrant with a frosty tex¬ 
ture. Untoned save for a tiny swirl of color in the reverse field below 
the eagle’s beak.

1387 1902-S MS-64 (PCGS). Dusty light gold and ice blue toning 
shrouds this coin; matching shades on both sides. A touch of faint 
fingerprint haze lies in the obverse field. The obverse is fairly well 
struck, while the reverse exhibits typical weakness. There is promi¬ 
nent charter on Liberty’s cheek and neck. Surfaces are nearly flawless, 
otherwise.

1388 1903-0 MS-66 (PCGS). An ever-popular issue among Morgan 
Dollar collectors, the present Gem is expectantly distraction-free for 
the high-end Gem rating. There is no toning to report, and both 
sides are equally sharp in striking quality.

1389 1903-0 MS-65 (NGC). A mere hinr of golden iridescence com¬ 
plements bright mint luster. Well struck. Attractive surfaces. Prior to 
the release of dozens of bags by the Treasury in the early 1960’s, this 
issue was considered to be one of the key rarities within the Morgan 
Dollar series. Prices plummeted, but the excitement that surround¬ 
ed the release of this issue was one of the catalysts which vaulted the 
series to the forefront of numismatic popularity. It remains an 
extremely popular issue, even among collectors who don’t pursue 
Morgan Dollars by date and mint.

1390 1903-S MS-66 (PCGS). This late-date San Francisco Mint 
Morgan Dollar is a low-mintage issue (1.2 million pieces produced) 
that seems to have been placed into circulation in large numbers at 
the time of delivery. The result in todays market is that the ‘03-S is 
a scarce, key-date issue in all grades that develops into an important 
condition rarity even at the lowest Mint State levels. An extraordi¬ 
nary high-end Gem, the example in this lot is aglow in swirling 
mint frost. Both sides are either untoned or essentially so, with sur¬ 
faces that are silent on the subject of noteworthy abrasions. Sharply 
struck, as befits the issue, with eye appeal to spare. 

PCGS Population: 30; with only three finer (MS-67 finest).

1391 1904 Proof-63 (PCGS). Deep toning blends bright orange, green 
and gold over a gray core of color. Much glittering mint brilliance 
remains, most evident in protected areas around the lettering and 
devices. There is a dash of faint haze in the fields, which conceals a 
few faint hairlines. This date represents the final year of regular issue 
Proof Morgan Dollar coinage, with just 650 pieces struck. 

PCGS# 7339. 



1392 1904 MS-65 (NGC). Soft white luster, with just a hint of gold at 
the rims. The strike is above average for this typically weakly struck 
date. Attractive surfaces. It is a scarce date in Gem quality. 

PCGS# 7290. 

1393 1904 MS-64 (PCGS). Sharply struck with shimmering mint lus- 
\ ter, this silver-tinged Morgan is knocking on the door of an even 

higher grade. There are none but the most trivial abrasions in evi¬ 
dence, and the eye appeal is strong in all regards. 

PCGS# 7290. 

1394 1904 MS-64 (PCGS). Vibrant golden olive toning highlights this 
coin, with colors uniform on both sides over a glimmer of mint lus¬ 
ter. This example is well struck for the date, particularly on the 
obverse. Pleasing surfaces. Close to Gem quality. 

PCGS# 7290. 

1395 1921 Peace. High Relief. MS-64 (PCGS). Fulsome frosty luster 
swirls around both sides in the overall absence of mentionable dis¬ 
tractions. In fact, this coin may have secured a full Gem rating were 
it not for a moderate abrasion at the base of Liberty’s neck and the 
often-seen (for the issue) striking incompleteness in the centers. 
Untoned save for a swirl of milky haziness at the obverse rim 
between the TY in LIBERTY. 

PCGS# 7356. 

1396 1921 Peace. High Relief. MS-64 (NGC). Frosty mint luster with 
a little bit of light, mottled, silver tinting over otherwise brilliant- 
white surfaces. There are a few scattered abrasions, and the central 
highpoints are noticeably soft in strike. We stress, however, that the 
latter feature is seen quite regularly on survivors of this first-year 
issue in the Peace Dollar series. 

PCGS# 7356. 


1397 1922-S MS-65 (NGC). Gleaming mint luster is touched with just 
a hint of delicate golden iridescence. Well struck, and a premium 
example as such, since most pieces are not. Ticks and scuffs are min¬ 
imal. Very attractive. 

NGC Census: 169 at this level; 6 finer by a single point. 

PCGS# 7359. 
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1398 1924 MS-66 (NGC). Richly frosted luster swirls around both 
sides in the absence of noteworthy abrasions.

Far finer than the usually encountered Mint State 
example, this lovely Gem is neither lackluster nor extensively abrad¬ 
ed. In fact, both sides are extremely vibrant in the luster quality 
with a full, frosty-textured finish that provides memorable cart¬ 
wheel visual effects. Untoned throughout, the surfaces are free of all 
but a few stray abrasions that are well within the context of the MS- 
65 designation. The strike is also praiseworthy for an S-mint Peace 
Dollar, and the definition is bold-to-sharp in all areas. An impor¬ 
tant condition rarity that belongs in a PCGS Registry Set of this 
eminently collectible 20th century silver series.

Fully lustrous, and worthy of 
inclusion in a high-grade date and mint set of this eminendy col¬ 
lectible 20th century Silver Dollar series.

This is the 
first Uncirculated representative of this issue that this cataloger can 
remember handling in recent sales. Both sides are richly toned, but 
whereas the obverse is mostly charcoal-cobalt in appearance, the 
reverse displays a mostly copper-gray sheen. The strike is razor-sharp 
throughout, and the surfaces appear smooth enough to warrant con¬ 
sideration at the Choice level. According to Q. David Bowers 
(1993), the 1876-CC is the rarest Trade Dollar in Mint State.

1410 1838 Pattern Half Dollar. Judd-80 Restrike, Pollock-87. 
Rarity-7+. Proof-62 (PCGS). Struck in silver. Reeded edge. The 
obverse is very similar to that adopted for the regular-issue Seated 
Half Dollar in 1839. On the reverse, an eagle flies to the left clutch¬ 
ing an olive branch and a bundle of arrows in its claws. The legend 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is around the periphery, and 
the denomination expressed as HALF DOL. is along the lower bor¬ 
der. All known examples of this variety are restrikes thought to have 
been coined circa 1858 or later. The present specimen is essentially 
untoned with a uniformly mirrored finish. Select angels do, howev¬ 
er, reveal the lightest suggestions of pale-gold and silver tinting. A 
few stray hairlines seem to account for the grade, and the strike is 
noticeably soft in the center. There is a small, as-struck planchet 
void in the right obverse field that we mention for accuracy.

The spirit of patriotism and unity inspired the depiction of 
Washington on the soon to be introduced Two-Cent piece, with the 
GOD AND OUR COUNTRY above being considered for 
America’s motto, the date below. A wreath and lettering similar in 
concept to the adopted reverse design is depicted. Only around 30 
total examples have been certified, NGC and PCGS combined, and 
of course, there is bound to be some upgrades and crossovers. This 
coin is extremely popular with collectors due to its historic signifi¬ 
cance and patriotic theme.

This Pattern Two-Cent piece bears the regular dies, implement¬ 
ed in 1864, with the motto IN GOD WE TRUST, but dated 1863. 
Some numismatists specializing in the two-cent denomination 
include this historic issue in their collections alongside the regular 
issues, and it is highly coveted by Pattern specialists. Due to its 
multi-faceted interest and short supply, examples seldom appear at 
auction. Years usually go by between offerings. Here is an excellent 
opportunity to acquire a marvelous example. Housed in a green label 
holder. Only ten total examples have been graded by PCGS.

There is a single fine, minute dark gray line at the top 
of Washington’s head. Faint hairlines in the upper left obverse field 
are the only evident traces of handling. This coin is nearly free of 
microscopic carbon flecks. A shallow, vertical planchet lamination is 
evident in the left obverse field. 

Here is yet another attempt by the Mint to actualize Washington’s 
depiction on a circulating coin, and again the design was rejected in 
favor of a shield. IN GOD WE TRUST arches at the upper obverse 
rim. The reverse utilized the regular Rays reverse used in 1866 on the 
Shield Nickel. 

Over two dozen different Pattern five-cent designs were intro¬ 
duced in 1866, including one with Lincoln’s depiction and several 
bearing Washington’s portrait, and there were some with the adopted 
Shield motif. Several wreath reverse variations were applied, as well as, 
the stars and rays reverse. Some collectors attempt to assemble sets, 
while still others pursue an example of each major type. This series 
offers multiple possibilities for numismatists seeking a highly exclu¬ 
sive specialty. Only six total examples of this pattern have been certi¬ 
fied by NGC.

The reverse is the same that the Mint used to strike 
regular-issue 1870 Seated Liberty Halves. This solidly graded Gem 
is nicely contrasted between frosty devices and bright, reflective 
fields.

We previously offered another selection of these interesting and enigmatic unofficial 
patterns in our March 1997 sale of the Herman Halpern and Gerald O. Warner 
Collections. The following is quoted from our description for lot 2061 in that sale: 
“In the mid 1970s the Mint made plans to coin small-size Dollars to replace the 
large and inconvenient Eisenhower Dollars which were then sparingly used in the 
channels of commerce. This came to fruition in 1979 when the small-size Susan B. 
Anthony Dollars were minted. During the experimental stage, the firm of Gould 
Inc. of Cleveland, Ohio participated in the research effort to develop a small-size 
Dollar, and struck pieces in various metals with emphasis on sintered titanium 
which they promoted as being the most appropriate material for the One-Dollar 
denomination. Interestingly, and somewhat surprisingly, a number of different die 
combinations were used in the production of these pattern “Dollars,” one of which 
is not listed in [the 1994 book] United States Patterns and Related Issues [by Andrew 
W. Pollock III]... 


The Gould Inc. patterns comprise a fascinating series which has not yet been thor¬ 
oughly investigated from the standpoint of die varieties, compositions, and metrol¬ 
ogy. The history of the pieces, however, has received the attention of Eric von 
Klinger, who wrote an excellent article on the subject in early 1994 for Numismatic 
News. To the best of our knowledge. Von Klinger’s article remains the comprehen¬ 
sive work on the topic.”

Included are: Indian Cent Proof-63 RB, a few obverse spots 
are noted; Liberty Nickel Proof-64, untoned save for a few isolated 
blushes of pale, golden-tan tinting; Barber Dime Proof-64, richly 
toned in olive-gold and reddish-orange shades, there is an out-of-

Q Liberty Head. MS-63 (PCGS). Both sides are richly original in 

appearance with dominant khaki-gold color over which blushes of 
reddish-russet patination have gathered. The strike is suitably bold 
for a California Fractional, and the surfaces display a uniformly satin 
texture. A conditionally scarce example, and an elusive type.

The strike is quite sharp in most areas, and 
we are unable to locate any singularly mentionable abrasions on 
either side.

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1435 1853 Octagonal 1 Dollar. BG-505. Rarity-4. Liberty Head. 
MS-65 PL (NGC). This early octagonal California Fractional 
Gold Dollar is the product of famed maker Frontier, Deviercy & Co. 
While BG-505 is not a rare variety, generally speaking, in this 
superlative certified grade it would be impossible to improve upon. 
The offered example has full mint luster, and exhibits satiny mirror¬ 
like fields. Engraved features contrast slightly. The primary devices 
are well defined, with only slight softness evident at the intricate 
detail of Miss Liberty’s hair and diadem. Surfaces are virtually flaw¬ 
less. The visual appeal of this little jewel is marvelous. 

The Liberty Head obverse is similar to that used on regular 
United States and Territorial gold coinage, her depiction surround¬ 
ed by stars. On the reverse, 1 Dollar and 1853 at the center are sur¬ 
rounded by a circle of dots, CALIFORNIA GOLD at the side rims 
and the maker’s initials FD at the lower rim. Frontier (pronounced 
Frat-t’yea) and Deviercy arrived in San Francisco in 1853, and over 
the course of years set up shop as jewelers and watchmakers, in addi¬ 
tion to their minting practice. This issue was struck in fairly large 
quantity early in their career, and today specimens are occasionally 
available in lightly circulated and lower level Mint State certified 
grade. But that’s where the availability stops. Higher level Mint State 
pieces are extremely rare, NGC and PCGS combined. Gem quality 
specimens are virtually non-existent. This stunning coin is very like¬ 
ly the finest known, and is unquestionably the finest encapsulated. It 
is worthy of the absolute finest specialized collection. 

NGC Population: 2 in MS-65, and this is the only PL designated coin; none finer. 

PCGS has not certified an example above MS-63.

1436 1880 Octagonal 25 Cents. BG-799Y. Rarity-4+. Indian Head. 
MS-62 (PCGS). Tannish-gold surfaces reveal modest suggestions 
of a semi-prooflike finish at more direct light angles. A rather well- 
struck example, and also praiseworthy due to a lack of outwardly dis¬ 
tracting abrasions. This coin is housed in an older PCGS holder with 
a green insert.

1437 1871-G Round 25 Cents. BG-838. Rarity-2. Liberty Head. 
MS-62 (PCGS). Green-gold undertones give way to yellow-gold 
coloration as the surfaces dip into a light. A few wispy handling 
marks are noted, but their number is not excessive for the BU des¬ 
ignation. There is some mentionable softness to the detail toward the 
upper-left obverse border.

1438 1854 Type I. MS-62 (ANACS). Orange-gold in color with pleas¬ 
ingly vibrant luster for the BU grade level. There are also no singu¬ 
larly mentionable abrasions, and the strike is sharply executed 
throughout.

This tannish-gold example retains 
blushes of original luster around the devices despite light rub and a 
slightly scuffy appearance in the fields.

1441 1856-S MS-64 (NGC). The short-lived Type II Gold Dollar ran for just three years: 1854; 1855; and 1856. Only the Philadelphia Mint was 
active in the production of this type in 1854, and this S-mint delivery is the only 1856-dated Gold Dollar of the Type II design. The 1856-S is an 
understandably scarce coin in all grades with a limited original mintage of 24,600 pieces. In fact, it is the third rarest mintmarked Type II Gold 
Dollar after the 1855-C and 1855-D. When offered at all, the ‘56-S is apt to display more or less wear from use in circulation. Strictly Uncirculated 
survivors are very rare, and anything that approaches the Gem threshold is even more so. 

This is a beautiful Type II Gold Dollar irrespective of date or issuing Mint. Both sides are awash in satin-to-softly frosted luster that thins to mod¬ 
est brightness in the obverse field. The color is a richly original blend of orange-gold and green-gold shades that further enhances the eye appeal. 
Minimally abraded, as befits the assigned grade, this coin would serve as a centerpiece in either an advanced gold collection or a better-date type set. 
A solid Condition Census example, this coin is currently unsurpassable in grade for the issue at either of the two major certification services. 

A pair of bold die cracks (as struck) originate from isolated areas of the obverse rim and terminate either at or over Liberty’s headdress. 

NGC Census: just 3; and none are finer. To date, PCGS has yet to certify a single 1856-S Gold Dollar finer than MS-63.

1442 1805 B. 1, the only known dies. Rarity-4. AU-58 (PCGS). The Philadelphia Mint employed a single die pair to deliver just 1,781 Quarter Eagles 
in 1805. According to David W. Akers, only 75-100 coins are believed extant in all grades. Such is the extreme rarity of all issues in the early Quarter 
Eagle series that the author actually describes the 1805 as “one of the three most common dates of this type.” Perhaps not surprisingly for such a low- 
mintage issue, most extant 1805 Two-and-a-Halves are more-or-less prooflike in finish. This is not, however, the case with the present representative. 
Both sides retain ample remnants of a satiny, softly frosted sheen. Could this coin have been a later impression from these dies? The color is most attrac¬ 
tive, with the surfaces awash in rich reddish-gold hues. The strike is nicely centered on the planchet and generally sharp in detail, and there is only 
light wear evident over the highpoints. A smattering of wispy hairlines are commensurate with the grade, and they do nor include any singularly notable 
distractions. A problem-free, near-Mint survivor of this important rarity in the early U.S. gold series. 

Light adjustment marks (as struck) are present at the upper reverse border.

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Interesting 1808 Quarter Eagle Rarity 



1443 1808 B. 1, the only known dies. Rarity-4—Close Overlapping Strike—AU-50 Polished, Possible Damage/Repair 
(Uncertified). In 1808, the Mint changed the design of the Quarter Eagle from the Capped Bust Right motif to the Capped Bust 
Left design. The new coin is the work of John Reich, and the initial delivery of 2,710 pieces was delivered on February 26, 1808. As 
fate would have it, this turned out to be the final mintage of Quarter Eagles prior to 1821. Since the Capped Head Left design was 
introduced for coinage in the latter t ear, the 1808 stands as the only issue in the one-year Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle series. 

The number of 1808 Two-and-a-Halves believed extant has long been debated by numismatic scholars. We feel that an estimate 
of three or four dozen survivors is appropriate. The present example is one of the most intriguing representatives of this issue that 
this cataloger has ever handled. The coin appears to be double struck, with the first impression about 10% off center at 4 o’clock. 
The second impression is well centered, and more-or-less bold remnants of the first strike are evident in the center of the obverse, 
over and before Liberty’s cap, at the upper-right reverse border, and outside the eagle’s right (facing) wing on the reverse. The defi¬ 
nition is a bit soft around the peripheries, but the central devices of the second impression are pleasingly sharp. Green-gold and yel¬ 
low-gold colors compete for dominance as the surface rotate under a light. Scattered hairlines point to a heavy cleaning, and there 
may be an attempted repair around the rims, although the close overlapping strike feature prevents definitive analysis of this point.

1444 1834 Classic. AU-53 (PCGS). This is a richly colored example 
whose otherwise green-gold surfaces warm to orange-gold shades as 
the surfaces dip into a light. Wear is light and largely confined to the 
highpoints, and the overall appearance is suitably bold despite the 
fact that this coin spent some time in circulation. As the premier 
issue in the Classic Quarter Eagle series, the 1834 is always in 
demand for type purposes.

1445 1836 Script 8. EF-45 (PCGS). This overall lightly worn example 
is partially lustrous with even orange-gold coloration. The central 
highpoints are a bit softly defined, and scattered abrasions are com¬ 
mensurate with a gold coin that saw 15 points of wear.

1446 1836 Block 8. EF-45 (PCGS). Attractive golden toning. Minimal 
shallow ticks and scuffs. There are traces of dark matter dinging to 
much of the reverse peripheral lettering. Here is a nice EF-45 certi¬ 
fied example of this popular short-lived Quarter Eagle type.

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1447 1840-C Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-55 (PCGS). An 
important issue in the Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagle series, the 
1840-C is the premier Liberty issue from this coinage facility, and 
the first C-mint Two-and-a-Half to display the mintmark on the 
reverse below the eagle. Similar in overall rarity to the 1851-C and 
1860-C, the 1840-C (12,822 pieces produced) is typically offered in 
VF and low-end EF grades. Conditionally scarce at the Choice AU 
level, therefore, this green-gold example is sure to see spirited bid¬ 
ding among Southern gold specialists. Both sides retain considerable 
amounts of mint luster that point to a frosty texture. The overall 
strike is quite sharp for the issuing mint, and none of the scattered 
abrasions are worthy of singular mention save for a moderate graze 
in the obverse field inside star 12. An attractive, high-grade circulat¬ 
ed survivor of this, the most consistently well-produced Charlotte 
Mint Quarter Eagle from the early 1840s.

1448 1853-D Winter 16-M, the only known dies. EF-45 (PCGS). 
Produced to the extent of just 3,178 pieces, the 1853-D ranks eighth 
in overall rarity among the 20 Dahlonega Mint issues in the Liberty 
Quarter Eagle series. This Choice EF representative displays overall 
light wear to both sides. The central highpoints appear to have been 
a bit softly struck, particularly on the reverse, the denticulation 
around which is also a bit bluntly detailed. Yellow-gold color also 
assumes a bit of an orange-gold cast on that side. Flickers of original 
luster glimmer from the more protected areas around the devices, 
and wispy abrasions do not include any singularly mentionable dis¬ 
tractions. One of just 85-95 ‘53-D Quarter Eagles believed extant in 
all grades (per Winter, 2003). 

PCGS# 7768. 

1449 1869 AU-55 (PCGS). Here’s a post-Civil War era Quarter Eagle 
that is anything but common in today’s market. A minimally circu¬ 
lated survivor of this 4,345-piece delivery, the present example 
retains much of an original, modestly semi-prooflike finish. The 
color is a warm, even, orange-gold shade, and there are also sugges¬ 
tions of rose-gold tinting evident at certain angles. A bit scuffy from 
a short stint in circulation, yet free of sizeable and/or individually 
mentionable abrasions.

1450 1878 MS-64 (NGC). Soft golden mint luster is thick and satin¬ 
like, accented with just a hint of rose. There is a single microscopic 
dark speck at the right obverse rim. Well struck. Attractive surfaces. 
Here is a nice borderline Gem quality example for date or type. 
PCGS# 7828. 



1451 1887 MS-62 (PCGS). This attractively original example is bathed 
in warm reddish-gold coloration. Luster is vibrant throughout, and 
the strike is impressively sharp. Scattered abrasions are noted, but 
they do little more than define the MS-62 designation. The original 
mintage of this 1880s Quarter Eagle is just 6,282 business strikes 
and proofs.

1452 1906 MS-62 (PCGS). Impressively sharp in strike, this yellow- 
gold example is awash in shimmering mint bloom. A few scattered 
abrasions are noted, but their number does not appear to be exces¬ 
sive for the BU designation. The PCGS holder is an older, green- 
insert variant.

1453 1909 MS-62 (PCGS). Crisply impressed from the dies, this 
orange-gold example is seemingly earmarked for inclusion in a Mint 
State type set of U.S. gold. The luster is pleasingly vibrant for the BU 
designation, and none of the scattered abrasions are worthy of sin¬ 
gular concern.

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1454 1911 MS-64 (PCGS). This lovely Quarter Eagle sports attractive 
golden rose mint luster, which appears fresh and satiny. Well struck. 
Shallow ticks and luster grazes are minimal. It is a pleasing example 
for its certified grade level.

1455 1914-D MS-62 (PCGS). Both the obverse and the reverse are 
awash in rich reddish-gold color. Mint luster is pleasingly vibrant for 
the assigned grade, and the number of wispy abrasions is also rela¬ 
tively minimal. An overall sharply struck example that is housed in 
an older (green insert) PCGS holder.

1458 1867 MS-61 (NGC). One of several unsung rarities in the Three- 
Dollar gold series, the 1867 has an extant population of perhaps no 
more than 150 coins from an original mintage of 2,600 business 
strikes. Unlike with some later-date issues in this series, the 1867 is 
typically offered in circulated rather than Mint State grades. More 
important than the often-encountered AU representative, this BU 
survivor possesses uncommonly impressive eye appeal for the BU 
designation. Both sides are fully prooflike in finish, with reflective 
fields that support more satin-textured devices. The strike is 
uncommonly sharp for the type, and even the reverse bow reveals 
relatively bold detail. Some wispy handling marks are noted, but we 
stress that there are no sizeable or individually conspicuous distrac¬ 
tions—an uncommon feature for a gold coin at this level of preser¬ 
vation. With warm, medium-gold color and pleasing eye appeal, 
this coin is sure to see spirited bidding among specialists. 

Scattered die polish lines (as produced) are present in the fields. These features are 
quite common for business strike Threes of this date. 

NGC Census: 7; 9 finer (MS-64 finest).

1459 1874 AU-58 (PCGS). Dominant green-gold color assumes more 
of an orange-gold cast as the surfaces dip into a light. The 1874 is a 
popular Three-Dollar gold issue among type collectors, and this 
minimally rubbed example will serve well in that regard. The num¬ 
ber of wispy abrasions is commensurate with the assigned grade. 

PCGS# 7998. 
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1460 1880 MS-63 Cleaned (Uncertified). A rare and desirable Three- 
Dollar gold issue, the 1880 was produced to the extent of just 1,000 
business strikes. Survivors from this limited original mintage are 
thought to number no more than 175-215 pieces (per Bowers and 
Winter, 2005). Most of these coins are Mint State—a fact that indi¬ 
cates limited circulation for this later-date Three. The example in 
this lot presents rather well with even orange-gold color and only a 
few scattered, small-size abrasions. The strike is relatively sharp for 
the type, and it further enhances the eye appeal. Accuracy does, how¬ 
ever, compel us to mention a small concentration of hairlines in the 
obverse field below the word UNITED. Outwardly, however, this 
coin has the look of a problem-free Choice representative of this key- 
date delivery in the business strike Three-Dollar series. 


1461 1887 Proof-62 Cameo (PCGS). Beautiful golden-sunset mint 
brilliance is vibrant and eye catching, highlighting deeply reflective 
fields and nicely contrasting, frosted devices. Faint hairlines in the 
fields account for the assigned grade, but they are light and unob¬ 
trusive. Here is a very nice, affordable Proof example of this popular 
and historic odd-denomination gold type. Mintage was a low 6,160 
pieces, including only 160 coins struck in proof format. Survivors of 
this specimen gold delivery are thought to number 90-120 pieces 
(per Bowers and Winter, 2005).

1462 1798 Large Eagle. B. 1-B, Miller-25. Rarity-4+. Large 8, 13- 
Star Reverse. AU-50 Cleaned (Uncertified). The original 
mintage of 24,867 pieces for the 1798 Half Eagle includes not only 
the Small and Large Eagle variants of this date, but also the back¬ 
dated Large Eagle issues of 1795 and 1797. The majority of this 
delivery seems to have been effected from the 1798 Large Eagle B. 
1 -B die marriage, at least insofar as this is one of the most plentiful 
varieties among pre-1800 Fives. The coin in this lot is not without 
its problems, but it does offer overall bold-to-sharp definition for a 
more modest sum. What’s more, the surfaces present as relatively 
attractive with even, green-gold coloration. There are also not that 
many sizeable abrasions for an early U.S. gold coin that saw light 
circulation. Both sides, however, are hairlined from a cleaning, and 
there may have been some smoothing in the obverse field. All-in-all, 
this is a suitable, more affordable representative of the Capped Bust 
Right, Large Eagle Five-Dollar series.

1463 1803/2 B. 2-D, Miller-58. Rarity-4. Net EF-45 (ANACS). 
AU Details—Ex: Jewelry, Cleaned. Bright, yellow-gold surfaces are 
curiously glossy in texture. On the positive side, the devices are 
pleasingly sharp in strike, and there are no sizeable or singularly 
mentionable abrasions. A more affordable representative of the issue 
as well as the type. The 1803/2 is, along with the 1806 Round Top 
6, one of the two most frequently encountered Capped Bust Right 
Fives in today’s market. 

PCGS# 8084. 
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1464 1846 AU-50 (PCGS). Ten points of circulation have not resulted 
in complete loss of mint luster. The devices also retain overall bold 
striking detail, but we do note some softness to the definition over 
the central highpoints. Free of singularly mentionable circulation 
marks, and seemingly earmarked for an early-date gold type set.

1465 1852-C Winter 18-H. AU-58 (NGC). The 1852-C (72,574 
pieces produced) may be among the more frequently encountered 
C-mint Fives in today’s market, but survivors are rarer than those of 
the 1847-C, 1849-C, 1853-C, and 1858-C deliveries in an absolute 
sense. When offered, the ‘52-C will typically grade no finer than 
Choice EF. A conditionally scarce and important near-Mint repre¬ 
sentative, the coin in this lot displays even, yellow-gold coloration. 
The strike is quite sharp over the obverse portrait, but the reverse 
eagle is noticeably soft in definition over the neck and head. 
Remnants of a modestly semi-prooflike finish arc discernible as the 
surfaces rotate under a light, this despite a somewhat scuffy appear¬ 
ance in the fields from time spent in circulation. All-in-all, this is a 
pleasing coin for the grade that should have little difficulty finding 
its way into either a gold type set or a specialized collection of 
Southern gold.

‘59-D Half Eagles are thought to number no more than 120-140 
coins from an original mintage of 10,366 pieces. The example that 
we are offering here is finer than the typically encountered VF or EF 
representative in that the surfaces are free of all but the lightest rub 
across the highpoints. The strike is bold-to-sharp in most areas, but 
it does wane a bit in the centers, as frequently seen for the issue. 
Medium-intensity, orange-gold color blankets both sides in an even 
manner. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade, yet largely free of 
singularly conspicuous distractions. The 1859-D is similar in overall 
rarity to the 1840-D, and it ranks 13th in high-grade rarity among 
the 26 Dahlonega Mint deliveries in the Liberty Five-Dollar series.

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1472 1844-0 AU-58 (NGC). A hint of slightly darker sunset toning 
surrounds the rims, with softer, nicely balanced golden rose luster 
inward providing excellent eye appeal. The strike is a bit soft at the 
finer features of Liberty’s hair curls. Faint die clashing is evident in 
the reverse field. Shallow surface marks on this coin are minimal and 
there is just light rubbing. When this coin was struck, the surfaces 
were somewhat prooflike, and tinges of reflectivity can still be 
detected in protected areas around the lettering and devices, partic¬ 
ularly on the obverse. 

The ‘44-0 is not a rare issue. Examples are readily obtained in 
the EF classifications, with an occasional lower level AU available. At 
the higher certified AU levels, this issue becomes rare, and Mint 
State specimens are almost impossible to locate. Exceptional quality 
gold coinage is in great demand, with New Orleans Mint issues 
being especially popular. Here is a marvelous offering.

The strike appears to have been a little soft over 
the central highpoints, and light wear is noted, but the devices pres¬ 
ent as overall bold. A partially lustrous example for the type collec¬ 
tor who desires a representative of Liberty Eagle production at the 
New Orleans Mint.

1474 1849 EF-45 (PCGS). Light golden mint luster. Overall scuffing is 
moderate and shallow, with a few more pronounced marks on both 
sides. There is a single noteworthy heavier contact mark in the right 
obverse field. This eagle is historic and popular as a California Gold 
Rush date. At the time of issue, it was the highest denomination 
struck. 

PCGS# 8601. 

1475 1853 AU-50 (PCGS). This orange-gold representative retains 
suitable amounts of original mint luster for an Eagle that saw 10 
points of circulation. With overall sharp definition and no individu¬ 
ally mentionable abrasions, this coin would fit nicely into an early- 
date, high-grade circulated type set.

1476 1878-S AU-50 (NGC). Warm orange-sunset iridescent color 
highlights glittering golden surfaces. Evenly worn, with good detail 
throughout. Surfaces are textured with tiny ticks and scuffs, but 
none stand out as hard or detracting. Just 26,100 pieces were struck. 
Nice AU certified example are highly coveted, due to the great rari- 

\ ty of Mint State specimens.

1477 1879 MS-60 (NGC). Lustrous light golden hues provide and eye 
catching appearance. Fairly well struck. Typical of a base Mint State 
coin, surfaces exhibit moderate to heavy ticks and scuffs and a few 
faint hairlines.

1478 1879-0 EF-45 (PCGS). The first New Orleans Mint Eagle deliv¬ 
ered since 1860, the 1879-0 boasts the second-lowest mintage of 
any gold coin struck in this coinage facility, regardless of denomina¬ 
tion. A mere 1,500 pieces were produced, and survivors are elusive 
in all grades. The typically offered example grades no better than VF. 
Particularly important as a Choice EF survivor, the coin in this lot 
retains plenty of sharp striking definition despite overall light wear. 
Faint remnants of a prooflike finish are also discernible here and 
there, particularly at the most direct light angles. Otherwise orange- 
gold in color, with whispers of copper-gold tinting outlining many 
of the devices. Most of the scattered circulation marks are singularly 
inconspicuous, but a reverse graze below the O mintmark is noted.

1479 1881 MS-62 (NGC). Rose-gold color deepens a bit to orange-gold 
shades around the peripheries. Somewhat scuffy, as befits the 
assigned grade, yet possessed of suitably vibrant mint luster that 
enhances the eye appeal. Sharply struck.

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1480 1892-CC Winter 2-A. AU-58 (PCGS). The 1892-CC may be 
one of the more frequently encountered CC-mint Eagles in today’s 
market, but survivors are rarer than those of the 1890-CC and 1891- 
CC deliveries in high grades. This partially lustrous example is light¬ 
ly worn across the highest elements of the design. The color is a 
warm, even blend of green-gold and orange-gold shades that provide 
pleasing eye appeal. Also of note is the level of surface preservation, 
there being only small-size abrasions that are singularly inconspicu¬ 
ous. Overall sharply defined, with uncommonly strong eye appeal 
for the near-Mint grade.

1481 1893 MS-61 (PCGS). Rose-gold in color, this BU representative is 
crisply delineated between all elements of the design. Scattered, grade- 
defining abrasions include a moderate obverse graze inside star 13.

1482 1895 MS-62 (PCGS). Otherwise golden-rose surfaces reveal a thin 
blush ol deeper tinting (an as struck planchet streak) in the center of 
the obverse. Sharply struck, as befits the issue, with scattered grade¬ 
defining abrasions.

1483 1901 MS-63 (PCGS). Light yellow-gold color and orange-gold over¬ 
tones are well blended over both sides of this wholly lustrous example. 
A snappy-looking Eagle for the Choice-quality type collector.

1484 1907 Liberty. MS-62 (PCGS). This final-year Liberty Ten is 
awash in rich orange-gold shades. The luster is full and pleasingly 
vibrant, and there arc no abrasions that are out of context with the 
BU grade designation. The strike is sharp over all devices.

1485 1907 Liberty. MS-61 (PCGS). A strong candidate for inclusion 
in a final-year type set, this Uncirculated Liberty Eagle is richly col¬ 
ored in an even blend of green-gold and orange-gold colors. Luster 
is vibrant with a frosty texture, and none of the grade-defining abra¬ 
sions are singularly conspicuous. A tiny swirl of variegated tinting in 
the upper reverse field is mentioned solely for accuracy’s sake.

1486 1907 Indian. No Motto. MS-62 (PCGS). Hints of green-gold 
undertones are evident at direct angles, but the outward appearance 
is one of medium-gold color. The strike is suitably sharp for the 
issue, and small, scattered abrasions are all that seem to preclude a 
Choice BU grade. 

PCGS# 8852. 

1487 1910-D MS-63 (NGC). Satiny golden rose mint luster comple¬ 
ments surfaces which are remarkably smooth and attractive. Ticks 
and scuffs are almost nil. There are just a few faint hairlines on 
Liberty’s cheek and neck. At the certified MS-63 level, this lovely 
coin would be difficult to match. Ideal for date or type. 

PCGS# 8866. 

1488 1911 MS-62 (PCGS). Soft golden mint luster is touched with a 
hint of rose iridescence. Surfaces possess just a few minute ticks and 
scuffs. There are faint hairlines on the obverse. Pleasing for the grade 
and a nice borderline Choice quality representative of the Indian 
Head Eagle type. 

PCGS# 8868. 

1489 1911-D EF-40 (NGC). Rich orange-gold coloration envelops 
both sides of this overall lightly worn example. Some softness to the 
central highpoints is noted, but there is still plenty of bold detail 
remaining. True, both sides are a bit scuffy in appearance, but there 
are no individually bothersome circulation marks. The 1911-D is a 
scarce issue in all grades with an original mintage of just 30,100 
pieces.

1490 1912 MS-61 (PCGS). This lovely Mint State example exhibits a 
glow of soft golden rose mint luster. Minute surface marks are min¬ 
imal, and there are just a few very faint hairlines on the obverse. For 
date or type, at the certified MS-61 level it would be difficult to 
improve upon.

1491 1926 MS-62 (PCGS). This orange-gold representative exhibits the 
expected number of abrasions for a Ten Dollar gold piece at the MS- 
62 level. There are, however, no singularly distracting bagmarks, and 
the strike is sharply rendered in all areas. A lustrous example for the 
BU type collector.

1492 1926 MS-62 (PCGS). This orange-gold representative would 
make a pleasing addition to a BU type set. Sharply struck through¬ 
out, with flowing, softly frosted luster. Scattered abrasions do little 
more than define the grade.

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Spectacular 1930-S 
Indian Eagle Rarity 


1493 1930-S MS-64 (NGC). The ‘30-S Eagle long been recognized as 
a major rarity within the Indian series. Only 96,000 pieces were 
struck, and it is generally accepted that nearly the entire mintage 
was held in reserve and melted when America retired circulating 
gold coinage in 1933. A small quantity did, however, escape that 
fate, with perhaps fewer 200 examples surviving today. NGC and 
PCGS combined have certified a mere 160 coins. 

The offered example has soft golden mint luster. There are a few 
minute ticks on Liberty’s cheek and on the eagle’s wing. Field marks 
are almost nil, consisting of only a few faint luster grazes. There are 
no hard or detracting contact marks on this coin. 

For specialists in the beautiful Augustus Saint-Gaudens inspired 
series, only the 1933 and 1920-S issues are more challenging to 
acquire. In addition to collectors assembling sets, the ‘30-S is high¬ 
ly regarded by numismatists pursuing rarities within the popular 
gold series purely for the pleasure of ownership, and only when 
great collections are sold do examples appear. 

PCGS# 8883. 


1494 1932 MS-62 (PCGS). Satin-like golden rose mint luster is rich 
and fresh appearing. There are a few small contact marks on the 
eagle’s legs and faint obverse hairlines. Overall, surface marks are 
minimal. Very attractive. 

PCGS# 8884. 

1495 1932 MS-62 (ANACS). With a sharp strike and warm orange- 
gold color, this coin is an appealing BU representative of both the 
issue and the type. There are really no singularly distracting abra¬ 
sions, and the surfaces shimmer with a satin to softly frosted sheen.

Double Eagles 


1496 1850 AU-58 (PCGS). This historic coin represents the first regu¬ 
lar issue Liberty Head Double Eagle date. Mintage was almost 1.2 
million pieces, but survivors today are not easily found. The offered 
example is exceptionally nice, sporting soft golden rose toning which 
is uniform and attractive. It is fairly well struck. Surfaces are remark¬ 
ably attractive, with minimal shallow ticks and scuffs, and only light 
rubbing. There are a few micro-ticks on Liberty’s cheek and neck. It 
truly is as close to Mint State as possible. 

PCGS# 8902. 


1497 1852 AU-58 (NGC). Despite its status as one of the more com¬ 
mon Type I Double Eagles in today’s market, the 1852 can be a chal¬ 
lenging issue to locate at the problem-free, near-Mint level. With 
minimal highpoint rub and no more than the expected number of 
small-size abrasions, this is just such a coin. The color is a rich 
orange-gold shade that further enhances the eye appeal. Partially lus¬ 
trous, with overall sharp definition to the devices. 

PCGS# 8906. 

1498 1852 EF-45 (PCGS). Olive-gold and orange-gold colors compete 
for dominance as the surfaces rotate under a light. Overall light wear 
and some scattered abrasions are noted, but the surfaces retain flick¬ 
ers of original luster in the more protected areas around the periph¬ 
eral devices. With an overall bold appearance to the focal features, 
this coin would fit nicely into an early-date type set of U.S. gold. 

PCGS# 8906. 

1499 1852 EF-45 (NGC). This Early-date Twenty displays overall light 
wear that is most evident at the highpoints. Flickers of original lus¬ 
ter still outline the devices, this despite a smattering of mostly small- 
size abrasions. A richly colored example with tannish-gold surfaces. 

PCGS# 8906. 
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1500 1853 AU-58 (NGC). Richly colored, orange-gold surfaces retain 
much of an original, frosty-texcured finish. Wear is light, as befits the 
grade, and there are no singularly mentionable handling marks. A 
nice early-date type candidate, the 1853 is similar in overall rarity to 
the 1851 and 1852.

1501 1853-0 EF-45 (NGC). With a limited original mintage of71,000 
pieces, it should come as no surprise that the 1853-0 is the scarcest 
New Orleans Mint issue in the Liberty Double Eagle series up to this 
point. This partially lustrous, greenish-gold example may have been 
part of a small group of VF and EE examples that entered the numis¬ 
matic market in the mid-1990s. Both sides retain plenty of bold-to- 
sharp striking definition despite overall light rub. A bit scuffy from 
time spent in circulation, with a few moderate-size handling marks 
also scattered about. The original finish appears to have been 
markedly prooflike. 

PCGS# 8910. 



1502 1856-S MS-63 (PCGS). This impressive double eagle exhibits 
thick golden mint luster. It is very well struck. A bit of shallow scuff¬ 
ing on Liberty’s cheek and in the field before her account for this cer¬ 
tified grade. Otherwise, surfaces are nearly mark-free. It is a delight¬ 
ful Choice quality example. 

The No Motto type Liberty Head Double Eagle was struck only 
from the coin’s inception in 1850 to 1866, at which time the motto 
IN GOD WE TRUST was installed in the upper reverse field. Type 
collectors seeking a high quality Mint State Type I example have 
only a few affordable issues to choose from. Here is one of them. 

PCGS# 8919. 


1503 1856-S MS-60 (Uncertified). The ‘56-S Double Eagle is known 
for its thick golden color and this coin fits that criteria, with just a 
hint of haze in the fields. It is sharply struck and nearly devoid of 
ticks and scuffs. There are a few faint hairlines in the fields. 

The ‘56-S Double Eagle is well known as a Central America ship¬ 
wreck date, but this coin is not documented as such. It is, however, 
important and noteworthy as the most affordable No Motto repre¬ 
sentative of the Liberty Head Double Eagle series in Mint State 
grades. 

PCGS# 8919. 



1504 1861 MS-62 (PCGS). Golden mint luster is rich and satin-like, 
providing this coin with a freshly minted appearance. It is well 
struck, an attribute that endears this date to type collectors, as well 
as, specialists in the Liberty Head Double Eagle series. For a certified 
MS-62 level example, the surfaces are remarkably smooth and pris¬ 
tine. There are just a few feint hairlines on Liberty’s cheek. Other 
than a few shipwreck treasure issues, specifically the ‘56-S and ‘57- 
S, this Civil War era Double Eagle is about the only No Motto type 
obtainable at an affordable price at the Mint State levels.

1505 1861 AU-58 (PCGS). Soft golden mini luster. There are a few 
tiny dark specks on both sides. Scratched on Liberty’s cheek, with 
moderate scuffing overall and light hairlines. This date is the most 
affordable Civil War era Double Eagle. 

PCGS# 8932. 
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1506 1866-S Motto. EF-45 (PCGS). Copper-orange in color, this coin 
presents uncommonly well for an S-mint Double Eagle that saw 15 
points of circulation. Flickers of original luster outline many of the 
peripheral devices, and both sides retain overall sharp striking detail. 
Moderately abraded, but no more so than one should expect for the 
assigned grade. 

PCGS# 8950. 

1507 1870-S AU-55 (NGC). Attractive golden sunset mint luster. 
Moderate ticks and scuffs overall, with a few small but slightly heav¬ 
ier contact marks on either side. This S-mint issue has special appeal 
to collectors due to the fame of the unique Half Dime and Three- 
Dollar Gold piece which were coined alongside double eagles. 

PCGS# 8959. 



1508 1871-S MS-61 (PCGS). Golden sunset mint luster is remarkably 
bright and vibrant, providing this coin with visual appeal which few 
others can compare. Shallow scuffing in the fields accounts for this 
certified grade, and there are a couple of small contact marks on 
Liberty’s cheek. Faint hairlines are minimal. 

Although not a low mintage issue, it seems that few ‘71-S 
Double Eagles have survived, with Mint State coins being few and 
far between. The offered example is nearly a nice as can be obtained. 
With rare date and high quality gold coinage experiencing unprece¬ 
dented demand, the appearance of this coin should evoke the inter¬ 
est of many specialists. 

PCGS Population: 12 at this level; 16 finer. 

PCGS# 8962. 


1509 1873 Open 3. MS-61 (NGC). With full mint luster and warm 
orange-gold color, this coin is seemingly earmarked for inclusion in 
a type set of U.S. gold. Swirling cartwheel visual effects are readily 
appreciable on both sides despite scattered light-to-moderate abra¬ 
sions that define the grade. Well struck by the standards of the Type 
II Double Eagle series. 

PCGS# 8967. 


1510 1873 Open 3. AU-58 (NGC). With plenty of original luster 
remaining and pleasing medium-gold color, this coin would fit nice¬ 
ly into a high-grade circulated type set of U.S. gold. Striking detail 
is suitably bold for a Type II delivery, and modest, yet appreciable 
cartwheel visual effects are also worthy of praise. The number of 
small and moderate abrasions that pepper both sides is commensu¬ 
rate with the grade. 

PCGS# 8967. 

1511 1875-S AU-50 (ANACS). Light highpoint rub and a smattering 
of abrasions define the AU grade. Both sides are overlaid in even 
rose-gold color, and there are also remnants of a semi-prooflike fin¬ 
ish evident at many angles. An as-struck planchet streak on the 
reverse toward the tip of the eagle’s right (facing) wing is noted. 

PCGS# 8975. 



1512 1876-CC AU-58 (NGC). A bit of light gray shadowing appears 
on Liberty’s cheek over a glimmer of mint luster. Average strike. 
Modest ticks and scuffs. There is just a touch of light rubbing. This 
desirable CC-Mint Double Eagle issue is a centennial year issue. 

PCGS# 8977. 

1513 1876-S AU-58 (NGC). This minimally rubbed example is most¬ 
ly lustrous with warm orange-gold coloration. The strike is suitably 
bold for the type, and there are no more than the expected number 
of scattered abrasions for a Double Eagle that saw actual, however 
limited circulation. One or two swirls of slightly deeper tinting 
around the reverse periphery are noted. 

PCGS# 8978. 


1514 1877 MS-62 (PCGS). Bright golden mint luster is enhanced with 
a hint of pretty rose iridescence. There are moderate ticks and scuffs, 
conducive to the assigned grade. A single minute copper spot is pres¬ 
ent on Liberty’s hair curls. Although not a particularly low mintage 
date, the survival rate today is limited. Examples are scarce at this 
level, and rare when certified finer. 

PCGS Population: 71 at this level; 13 finer. 

PCGS# 8982. 
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1515 1877-S MS-62 (PCGS). Rich golden rose mint luster highlights 
this coin. Very well struck. There is fairly heavy scuffing on the 
obverse, most evident in the right field, and only moderate ticks and 
scuffs on the reverse. The importance of this coin lies in the fact that 
very few grade higher.

1516 1878 MS-62 (NGC). Golden mint luster is enhanced with a glow 
of delicate sunset iridescence. Moderate shallow ticks and scuffs. 

The ‘78-S is scarce 
at this grade level, and rare when certified finer. Here is a nice exam¬ 
ple for the assigned grade.

1517 1880-S MS-61 (PCGS). Soft golden sunset mint luster shows 
light gray shadowing on the high points. Fairly heavy scuffs and con¬ 
tact marks are present on both sides, but most prominent on the 
obverse. Although not a low mintage issue, is seems few have sur¬ 
vived. PCGS has graded a total of only 410 pieces at all levels. 

PCGS Population: 66 at this level; 51 finer. 

PCGS# 8993. 

1518 1884-S AU-58 (PCGS). The lightest highpoint rub is all that 
seems to separate this sharply defined example from a full Mint State 
rating. Original luster is virtually intact, and the color is a warm, 
even, orange-gold shade. Lightly-to-moderately abraded, as befits 
the grade, yet somewhat less so than what one might expect for a 
Choice AU gold coin of this size.

1519 1888 MS-62 (NGC). Soft golden mint luster is touched with a 
hint of pale green iridescence. Both sides exhibit moderate shallow 
scuffs, with a few slightly heavier marks on Liberty’s cheek. Faint 
obverse hairlines. In spite of its uninspiring mintage, the total certi¬ 
fied population for this date is remarkably low. Just 758 total exam¬ 
ples have been graded by NGC at all levels, with specimens certified 
finer than this one being very rare.

1520 1889 MS-62 (NGC). A dash of light gray shadowing on the high 
points over soft golden mint luster characterizes this coin. Surface 
marks are modest and unobtrusive.

A mere 360 pieces 
have been certified by NGC. This coin is about as nice as can be 
found. Higher grade specimens are very rare.

1522 1893 MS-62 (NGC). Swirling cartwheel visual effects and warm 
orange-gold color are perhaps the first features that greet the viewer. 
Also of note is the strike, with all features bold-to-sharp in detail. A 
few scattered distractions are noted, but none are worthy of singular 
concern. 

PCGS# 9022. 

1523 1893-S MS-62 (NGC). This orange-gold Double Eagle is sharp in 
strike with a pleasingly original appearance Satin, somewhat frosty 
luster blankets both sides, the surfaces of which possess no more 
than the expected number of bagmarks for the BU designation.

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1524 1895 MS-63 (NGC). This fully Choice representative is possessed 
of swirling mint frost and rich orange-gold coloration. Certain 
angles also reveal suggestions of rose-gold tinting, mostly in the cen¬ 
ters. Sharply struck throughout, with no abrasions that are worthy 
of singular mention. 

PCGS# 9027. 

1525 1895 MS-62 (PCGS). Green-gold and orange-gold colors com¬ 
pete for dominance as the surfaces rotate under a light. With a sharp 
strike and no individually mentionable abrasions, this coin presents 
uncommonly well for a BU Double Eagle.

1526 1895 MS-62 (PCGS). Swirling mint luster and sharply impressed 
devices are readily appreciable despite a smattering of mostly small- 
size abrasions. An orange-gold example whose surfaces assume some¬ 
what of a reddish-gold cast at isolated angles.

1527 1896 MS-62 (NGC). Orange-gold color assumes a slightly red¬ 
dish-gold cast at certain light angles. Mint luster is richly frosted in 
finish with a swirling, cartwheel sheen.

Arguably the most beautiful regular-issue gold coin ever struck in 
the United States Mint, the 1907 High Relief Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle is a perennial favorite among both collectors and 
investors. Although fewer than 15,000 coins were produced (the 2005 Guide Book lists a mintage of 12,367 pieces), examples usu¬ 
ally abound in large auctions and at national conventions. Our experience, however, has been that the vast majority of survivors fall 
into the MS-62 through MS-64 grade range. Indeed, it is not all that often that we have the opportunity to offer a PCGS-certified 
Gem. This is a simply breathtaking example whose surfaces are awash in full, satin-to-softly frosted luster. The color is predomi¬ 
nantly a rich green-gold shade, but a warmer yellow-gold appearance is appreciable at more direct light angles. The strike is every 
bit as impressive as one should expect for the issue, and the surfaces are free of mentionable abrasions. A loupe reveals a few tiny 
speckles of variegated tinting in the left obverse field that we mention solely for the sake of accuracy.
